Soap  as  an  Antiseptic. 

Professor  Rodet,  alter  a  series  of  experiments,  finds  that 
common  soap  is  an  antiseptic  not  to  be  disregarded.  Added 
to  this,  its  cleansing-properties  make  it  doubly  useful. 

The  Extraction  of  Teeth. 

Is  the  extraction  of  teeth  a  surgical  operation?  It  may 
not  be  looked  on  as  a  very  serious  operation,  and  unfor- 
tunately there  are  many  men  at  the  present  time  who  look 
on  the  extraction  of  a  tooth  as  of  very  little  consequence. 
It  is,  however,  an  operation  which  may  be  attended  by  the 
most  serious  consequences,  not  without  danger,  and  should 
undoubtedly  be  classed  as  a  surgical  operation.  Only  the 
other  week  an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  a  young  man 
who  died  from  bleeding  after  tooth-extraction.  There  was 
no  want  of  skill  in  the  extraction  of  the  tooth,  but  the 
patient  was  subject  to  the  constitutional  condition  known 
as  haemophilia,  or  "bleeder."  Septic  poisoning  is  yet 
another  serious  condition  which  may  arise.  Occasional 
deaths  have  followed  the  removal  of  teeth  which  were  the 
seat  of  acute  suppuration.  Patients,  especially  those  of  the 
poorer  classes,  who  are  weakly,  have  filthy  mouths,  and 
their  systems  are  unable  to  resist  infections  which  may 
prove  fatal.  In  these  cases  much  may  be  done,  and  the 
fatalities  avoided,  if  antiseptic  precautions  are  taken  before 
and  after  the  extraction  of  the  teeth.  Antiseptic  mouth- 
washes should  be  energetically  used  and  all  instruments 
thoroughly  sterilised.  A  saline  purgative  may  be  pre- 
scribed, and,  if  necessary,  a  tonic.  If  a  patient  is  known  to 
be  a  "bleeder,"  some  drug  known  as  a  blood-coagulant 
may  be  given  previous  to  the  operation,  and  each  socket- 
plugged  with  some  styptic  the  moment  the  tooth  is  ex- 
tracted. It  is  also  better  to  extract  only  one  tooth  (if 
there  are  several  to  come  out)  at  a  sitting  than  to  extract 
more  and  run  the  risk  of  perhaps  having  a  fatal  case  of 
bleeding.  The  above  two  conditions  may  arise  however 
carefully  the  teeth  are  extracted,  but  there  are  other  com- 
plications, more  or  less  serious,  which  may  happen, 
especially  if  the  extraction  has  been  carelessly  performed. 
Among  these  may  be  mentioned  facial  disfigurement,  frac- 
ture of  jaw,  laceration  of  the  soft  tissues,  and  loss  of  a 
portion  of  jawbone.  Considering  the  number  of  dif- 
ferent bacilli  to  be  found  in  tlie  mouth,  and  the  favourable 
feeding-ground  it  forms  for  these,  it  is  remarkable  how 
wounds  in  the  mouth  heal  so  quickly  and  without  attention, 
and  that  there  are  so  fe.w  cases  of  retarded  healing,  sup- 
puration, sloughing,  etc.  It  is  this  rapid  healing  without 
attention  that  so  many  men  are  apt  to  take  advantage  of. 
They  leave  the  wound  to  look  after  itself,  a  thing  which 
they  would  not  dream  of  doing  to  a  wound  on  any  other  part 
of  the  body.  After  an  extraction  the  patient  should  be 
strictly  instructed  how  to  keep  the  wound  clean.  Should 
there  be  any  sign  of  suppuration  at  the  root  of  the  tooth, 
the  infected  socket  should  be  treated  (syringing  with  some 
non-irritant  antiseptic— e. g.,  boric  acid)  until  there  is  no 
discharge  and  healthy  granulations  have  formed.  Oral 
cleanliness  is  essential  in  all  cases  to  healthy  quick  healing, 
and  anything  which  will  promote  this  should  be  followed.

"Soured  Milk.' 


WHAT  is  it?  This  question  is  so  frequently  put  at  the 
present  time  to  chemists  by  their  customers,  and  by 
chemists  to  us  and  others,  that  we  quote  from  the  "  Journal 
of  Practical  Dietetics  and  Bacterio-Therapeutics "  the 
following  notes  by  Dr.  Alfred  S.  Gubb,  the  editor  : 

The  baeterio-therapeutic  method  of  treating  gastro- 
intestinal diseases  was  inaugurated  when  the  attention  of  the 
medical  profession  was  called  to  the  advantages  attending  the 
habitual  ingestion  of  "  soured  milk."  One  of  the  advantages 
of  this  method  of  administering  lactic-acid-producing  fer- 
ments, though  not  the  most  important,  is  that  of  providing  an 
agreeable  addition  to  the  invalid  dietary.  .  .  .  In  large  centres 
little  difficulty  is  at  present  experienced  in  obtaining  curdled 
or  soured  milk  a  la  lactobacilline  prepared  by  trustworthy 
pharmacists  or  dairy  companies,  who  make  a  speciality  there- 
of, but  when  the  patient  or  his  friends  have  to  prepare  it  they 
are  apt  to  find  that  it  entails  the  expenditure  of  a  good  deal  of 
time  and  trouble.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  one  possesses  a  warm 
chamber  and  the  necessary  paraphernalia  the  procedure  is 
simple  enough,  and  time  only  is  required  to  obtain  a  satis- 
factory product. 

The  temperature  is  all-important,  because  the  lactic  acid 
bacillus  only  thrives  at  or  about  90°  F.  If  this  temperature  be 
greatly  exceeded  its  vitality  is  impaired  or  destroyed,  and  at 
a  lower  temperature  its  multiplication  proceeds  at  a  much 
slower  rate ;  hence  the  importance  of  maintaining  an  even 


temperature  throughout  the  process.  Disregard  of  this  detail!: 
is  probably  the  explanation  of  many  failures  to  curdle  milk., 
though  there  are  sundry  other  obstacles  which  may  have  to  De- 
overcome  or  obviated.  Milk  too  heavily  laden  with  preserva- 
tives— boracie  acid,  formol,  etc. — undergoes  fermentation  less 
promptly  and  effectually  than  pure  milk,  and  it  is  hardly  neces- 
sary to  observe  that  milk  fraudulently  diluted  with  water  does- 
not  furnish  as  satisfactory  a  curd  as  the  unsophisticated  article. 

As  an  article  of  invalid  dietary,  therefore,  soured  or  curdled? 
milk  is  a  most  desirable  addition  from  both  the  alimentary 
and  the  therapeutical  points  of  view.  In  daily  practice,  how- 
ever, it  will  often  be  found  more  convenient  to  employ  the- 
pure  ferment  in  tablet  or  powder  form,  since  its  administra- 
tion in  this  form  is  free  from  the  element  of  uncertainty  in- 
separable from  the  amateur  preparation  of  soured  milk. 
.  It  may  be  well  to  point  out  that,  soured  milk,  curdled!  a  lef 
lactobacilline,  is  a  very  different  substance  from  sour  milk, 
ordinary  curdled  milk,  butter  milk,  whey,  etc.  The  wvtiiX 
domestic  method  of  clotting  milk  is  by  the  addition  of  rennet,, 
which  is  a  peptonising  agent,  and  has  nothing  in  common  with" 
the  antiseptic  anti-fermentative  action  of  soured  milk.  We- 
mention  this  because  patients  for  whom  soured  milk  has  been 
prescribed  are  apt  to  jump  to  the  conclusion  that  the  curdling- 
is  the  essential  feature  of  the  process,  whereas  it  is  a  merely 
incidental  change  that  may  be  brought  about  by  a  very  large- 
number  of  chemical  and  organic  factors.

Articles  and  Communications. 

Correspondents  express  varied  views  as  to  the  need  of  salt 
in  human  diet  (p.  63). 

Further  observations  on  the  German  spurious  apomorphine 
are  noted  on  p.  51.    It  appears  to  be  apo-tetra-morphine. 

"Observations  and  Reflections"  deal  with  speculation  by 
retailers  in  quinine  and  other  drugs,  diascordium,  and  our 
Diary  dictionary  of  synonyms  and  trade-names  (p.  47). 

Some  observations  in  regard  to  pills  indicate  that  the  con- 
sumption of  "  private"  pills  is  increasing  in  the  British  Isles, 
while  that  of  proprietary  pills  is  stationary  or  decreasing 
(p.  48). 

An  English  chemist  who  has  gone  out  to  Australia  sends  us 
a  letter  about  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at  Brisbane,  to  which 
we  append  extracts  from  a  communication  received  from  Mr.

The  Week's  News. 

Dr.  Ludwig  Mond  has  bequeathed  100,000?.  for  the  en- 
couragement of  scientific  research  (p.  34). 

The  new  Council  of  the  P.A.T.A.  has  been  elected,  and 
includes  an  Irish  member — Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes,  of  Dublin. (p.  34). 

Mr.  Michael  Carteighe  resumed  his  attendance  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  this  week.  The  business 
done  was  of  a  routine  nature  (p.  44). 

The  mineral  and  chemical  industries  were  the  subject  dis- 
cussed at  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  meeting  in  London 
on  Monday,  which  is  reported  on  p.  45. 

The  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund  is  to  undertake  the  appeal 
by  the  defendant  in  the  case  re  firm-names  on  poison-labels — 
Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Edwards  (p.  34). 

A  South  London  doctor,  in  dispensing  a  mixture  for  a 
patient,  used  liq.  strychninae  instead  of  aq.  chloroformi.  The 
patient  took  a  dose  and  died  (p.  35  and  p.  50). 

Germany's  peculiar  regulations  as  regards  stocking  medi- 
cinal tablets  is  giving  rise  to  some  trouble.  The  1910  dispens- 
ing tariff  is  also  the  subject  of  a  note  on  p.  36. 

Mr.  Octavius  Conder,  of  Norwich,  died  on  Wednesday 
morning.  He  was  formerly  a  pharmaceutical  examiner  in 
botany,  and  subsequently  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceuoicai 
Council  (p.  42). 

An  interesting  case  with  reference  to  a  rebate  clause  in  a 
chemical  contract  came  before  the  City  of  London  Judge  this 
week,  the  point  being  whether  the  buyer  was  entitled  to  rebate 
pro  rata  when  the  seller  cancelled  the  contract  before  com- 
pletion.   On  the  terms  the  Judge  said,  "  No"  (p.  29). 

Trade  and  Market  Matters 

The  current  situation  on  the  Kazanlik  otto  of  rose  market 
is  indicated  by  a  correspondent  on  p.  61. 

The  application  for  an  injunction  against  Messrs.  Ch.  &  A. 
Bohringer,  of  Colombo,  for  alleged  infringement  of  a  latex- 
coagulation  patent,  has  been  dismissed  (p.  61). 

The  latest  developments  in  the  Java  cinchona  situation  are 
referred  to  editorially  on  p.  49.  The  attitude  of  the  Bandong 
Quinine  Factory  to  the  proposed  bark  syndicate  is  said  to 
be  more  favourable. 

Business  has  opened  quietly  on  the  markets,  but  the  tone 
is  none  the  less  confident.  The  price-changes  include  an 
advance  in  German  refined  camphor,  copper  sulphate,  cocoa- 
butter,  juniper-berry  oil,  and  linseed  oil,  while  methylated 
ethers,  terebene,  atropine,  chrysarobin,  sandalwood  oil,  and 
rosin  are  all  in  buyers'  favour.  Bromide-makers  now  offer 
to  book  forward  contracts  to  April  30.  Glycerin  is  very  farm

Brevities. 

The  Rotherham  analyst  examined  one  sample  each  of 
Friar's  balsam  and  glycerin,  and  found  them  satisfactory. 

The  "London  Gazette,"  of  January  4,  reprints  the  list 
of  Royal  Warrant  Holders.  The  warrants  give  holders 
authority  to  use  the  Royal  Arms,  but  do  not  carry  the 
right  to  fly  the  Royal  Standard. 

The  International  Trades  Exhibition,  Ltd.,  Broad 
Street  House,  London,  E.C.,  are  organising  a  "  Manchester 
Industrial  Exhibition,"  which  will  be  held  in  the  Man- 
chester Exhibition  Buildings  from  May  12  to  June  25  in- 
clusive. The  promoters  state  that  this  is  the  first  in- 
dustrial exhibition  held  in  Manchester  for  over  twenty-two 
years. 

A  statement  having  been  made  by  a  Parliamentary  candi- 
date that  a  firm  of  British  glass-bottle  manufacturers  had  to 
close  down  owing  to  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  trans- 
ferring orders  for  feeding-bottles  to  a  German  firm,  the  firm 
have  informed  a  correspondent  that  "they  know  of  no 
English  firm  having  had  to  close  in  the  manner  suggested, 
and  that  three  English  houses  have  been  for  many  years, 
and  are  now,  making  their  bottles." 

The  Cardiff  Hairdressers'  Association  has  discussed  the 
question  of  foul  shaving,  certain  allegations  being  current 
which,  they  think,  arose  from  an  expression  by  a  chemist 
in  the  district  whom  a  person  had  consulted.  Several 
members  referred  to  the  tendency  of  chemists  to  jump 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  barber  is  responsible  for  any 
outbreak  on  a  man's  face.  It  was  said  to  be  a  great  hard- 
ship that  barbers  should  be  thus  calumniated.  It  was 
suggested  that  proceedings  should  be  instituted  for  slander, 
or  defamation  of  character,  against  any  chemist  who  should 
refer  to  barbers  in  this  way. 

Drug  Trade  Appeal  Fund. 

A  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  above  was  held  at 
111  Temple  Chambers,  E.C.,  on  January  5,  there  being 
present  Messrs.  Charles  Umney  (Chairman),  Walter  Hills 
(Treasurer),  C.  J.  G.  Bunker,  Michael  Carteighe,  G.  T  W 
Newsholme,  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  William  Johnston). 
Mr.  Bunker,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association,  and  a  director  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association,  was  co-opted  a  trustee  in 
room  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton,  deceased.  It  was  unanimously 
resolved  that  an  appeal  be  undertaken  in  the  case,  "  Phar- 
maceutical Society  v.  Edwards." 

Bequests  by  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond. 

Subject  to  the  life  interest  of  his  wife,  Dr.  Ludwig 
Mond  bequeathed  to  the  Royal  Society  of  London  50,000/ 
to  be  employed  in  the  endowment  of  research  in  natural 
science,  particularly,  but  not  exclusively,  in  chemistry  and 
physics,  and  to  the  University  of  Heidelberg  50,000/  to 
be  employed  for  similar  objects.  He  bequeathed  three 
sums  of  20,000/.  each  to  (1)  the  Munich  Academy  for  the 
promotion  of  the  arts  of  sculpture  and  painting,  (2)  to 
trustees  as  a  fund  for  providing  pensions  or  occasional 
pecuniary  assistance  to  aged  or  disabled  workmen  of 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  (3)  to  the  municipal 
authorities  of  his  native  town,  Cassel,  Germany,  to  be 
applied  m  the  same  way  as  the  gift  of  100,000  marks 
which  he  paid  to  them  during  his  lifetime.  In  a  codicil 
to  his  will  Dr.  Mond  bequeathed  to  the  National  Gallery, 
subject  to  the  life  interest  of  his  wife,  and  on  certain 
conditions  as  to  housing  and  exhibition,  fifty-six  pictures 
from  his  collection  of  Italian  works  of  art. 

Sunday  Letter  Delivery  by  Telephone  in  London. 

The  Postmaster-General  announces  that  a  combination  of 
postal  and  telephone  services  will  be  introduced  in  London 
on  January  8  enabling  a  country  resident  to  send  a  message 
by  post  on  Saturday  for  delivery  to  a  telephone  subscriber 
on  Sunday.  The  message,  together  with  the  name  and  tele- 
phone number  of  the  addressee  and  name  and  address  of  the 
sender,  must  be  written  on  a  sheet  of  paper  and  posted  in 
an  envelope  addressed  to  the  Central  Telegraph  Office, 


London,  E.C.,  and  marked  conspicuously,  "  For  Telephone 
Delivery  on  Sunday."  A  broad  perpendicular  line  must 
be  drawn  across  the  centre  of  each  side  of  the  envelope. 
The  telephone  letter  must  be  posted  in  time  to  catch  the 
night  mail  to  London.  The  charges  are  (1)  the  ordinary 
postage  in  stamps  affixed  to  the  envelope,  and  (2)  Zd.  for  a 
message  not  exceeding  thirty  words  and  3d.  for  each  addi- 
tional thirty  words  or  portion  thereof,  the  fee  to  be  paid  in 
stamps  affixed  to  the  sheet  bearing  the  message.  Messages 
to  several  subscribers  may  be  sent  in  the  same  envelope,  but 
a  separate  message  fee  must  be  paid  in  respect  to  each 
message  so  despatched.  The  sender  may  note  on  the 
message  the  approximate  time  at  which  it  should  be  tele- 
phoned on  the  Sunday ;  otherwise  it  will  be  telephoned  at 
about  8.30  a.m.  If  subscriber's  attention  cannot  be 
gained  it  will  be  telephoned  on  Monday  with  a  statement 
as  to  the  attempts  made  to  deliver  it  on  Sunday.

One  firm 
declined  to  serve  on  the  Council  fcr  the  Wholesale  Section, 
and  one  of  the  old  retail  members,  Mr.  Grayson,  of  Moor- 
gate  Street,  E.C,  could  not  spare  the  time  during  the 
present  year.  It  is  hoped,  now  that  Ireland  is  directly 
represented  on  the  Council,  that  there  will  be  a  large 
addition  to  the  Irish  membership. 

Income-tax. 

Messrs.  Shuker  &  Reed,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Launceston,  in 
a  letter  to  the  "Cornish  and  Devon  Post,"  recapitulate 
their  experiences  of  the  past  three  years  with  the  Income- 
tax  Commissioners.  The  two  partners  claimed  to  be  assessed 
at  the  lower  rate  as  earned  income  since  their  profits  were 
equally  divided.  They  agreed  to  pay  Is.  rate  for  the  year 
1907-8  on  the  understanding  that  their  case  was  not  pre- 
judiced thereby,  as  the  local  surveyor  6aid  he  had  no 
power  to  transfer  the  assessment  to  the  lower  schedule.  The 
following  year  the  firm  was  again  charged  on  the  Is.  scale, 
although  the  Commissioners  decided  that  the  income  was 
earned.  Also  another  demand  was  made  undef  Schedule 
E,  making  a  total  claim  of  Is.  9d.  in  the  pound.  A  formal 
appeal  was  made  against  Schedule  E,  but  the  claim  was 
upheld  and  payment  made  ;  but  payment  of  the  Is.  scale 
of  Schedule  D  declined,  and  a  threat  was  made  of  putting 
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the  bailiffs  in  possession.  In  the  meantime,  by  the  aid 
of  Mr.  Mildmay,  M.P.,  the  case  was  inquired  into  at 
headquarters,  and  as  a  result  of  several  journeys  to  London 
by  the  heads  of  departments  it  was  decided  that  the  firm 
are  to  be  assessed  under  Schedule  E — i.e.,  what  they 
claimed  three  years  ago.  The  letter  concludes  :  "  We 
think  the  decision  throws  a  lurid  light  on  the  principle  of 
being  governed  by  officialdom." 

Birmingham  Notes. 
Mr.  Birt,  pharmacist  and  manager  of  one  of  Boots' 
establishments  in   Birmingham,   has  been  promoted  to 
Bromsgrove. 

Mr.  Frank  Shaw,  King's  Heath,  late  on  the  travelling 
staff  of  Messrs.  Wyleys,  Ltd.,  Coventry,  is  now  representing 
Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son,  Ltd.,  London,  in  the  Midland 
Counties. 

Insurances  should  be  looked  up  at  this  season.  A  brother 
chip  has  just  discovered  that  owing  to  an  oversight  his 
premises  have  not  been  insured  during  the  past  twelve 
months. 

The  "  Birmingham  Weekly  Post  "  says  that  the  chemists 
have  had  "quite  a  rush  this  Christmas  for  pick-me-ups 
after  the  Christmas  festivities.  The  wretched  weather  had 
something  to  do  with  the  abnormal  demand ;  many  people 
stayed  indoors  and  passed  the  time  in  attentions  to  the 
inner  man." 

A  well-known  pharmacisfs  young  assistant  on  holiday 
bent  found  a  sovereign  and  a  shilling  in  his  peregrinations. 
Further  on  he  met  a  lady  apparently  distressed  and  looking 
on  the  ground  eagerly  as  she  walked.  He  asked  her  if  she 
had  lost  anything.  She  said  a  sovereign  and  a  shilling, 
and  he  handed  them  to  her.  Without  thanks  she  asked 
him  for  tne  sixpence  as  well  which  she  said  she  had  lost 
also.  He  had  not  found  that  and  suggested  a  look  in  the 
purse  she  carried,  and  it  was  there. 

What  are  the  local  brotherhood  doing  in  the  matter  of 
coming  in  contact  with  the  prospective  members  of  Parlia- 
ment ?  The  local  Association  had  a  council-meeting  a  few 
days  ago,  but  it  did  not  leak  out  whether  this  was  on  the 
agenda-paper.

At  a  meeting  held  in  support  of  the  Liberal  candidate  for 
the  Hallam  Parliamentary  Division  on  Monday  evening,  it 
was  stated  that  Councillor  A.  Russell  Fox  was  too  ill  to 
attend,  and  that  his  condition  was  such  that  he  would  be 
quite  unable  to  take  any  further  part  in  the  campaign. 

At  Sheffield  Police  Court  on  January  4,  Susan  Woodhead, 
a  shopkeeper,  was  fined  10s.,  including  costs,  for  selling 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  contained  less  than  half  the 
minimum  proportion  of  ethyl  nitrite  and  39.67  per  cent,  of 
water  in  excess  of  the  legitimate  proportion. 

Mr.  Job  Preston,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Barker's 
Pool,  takes  an  active  part  in  the  work  in  connection  with 
St.  James's  Sunday  School.    Mrs.  Preston  presented  the 


prizes  at  the  annual  gathering  on  December  29,  the  number 
of  prize-books  exceeding  eighty,  of  which  ten  were  given 
by  Mr.  Preston. 

Earlier  Closing. 

Mr.  Benson  Harries,  chemist  and  druggist,  84  Com- 
mercial Road,  Newport,  Mon.,  ha6  joined  in  the  local 
agitation  regarding  earlier  closing.  He  states  :  "  It  is  my 
candid  opinion  that  the  main  trouble  does  not  rest  with 
the  chemists."  He  succeeded  about  ten  years  ago  in  getting 
the  majority  of  local  chemists  to  close  at  9  p.m.  instead  of 
10  p.m.,  but  only  to  experience  the  intolerable  nuisance  of 
constant  door-thumping  and  bell-ringing  after  shop  hours. 
Mr.  Harris  concludes  by  hoping  that,  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  chemists  and  the  public,  earlier  closing  will  be 
secured.  Mr.  E.  Davis,  of  Commercial  Street,  expresses 
his  willingness  to  fall  in  with  any  general  arrangement 
among  chemists  to  shorten  the  hours  of  assistants,  although 
he  would  lose  considerably  on  account  of  his  large  evening 
trade.  Mr.  A.  Gratte,  chemist  and  druggist,  Commercial 
Road,  is  emphatic  in  the  denunciation  of  the  long  hours 
in  vogue  at  present.  Other  local  chemists  have  written  to 
the  local  Press  on  the  matter,  and  on  the  whole  the  trend 
of  opinion  is  in  favour  of  closing  not  later  than  8  P.M. 

Doctor's  Dispensing  Error. 
At  the  Fulham  Coroner's  Court  on  January  4,  Mr.  Lux- 
moore  Drew  conducted  an  inquiry  into  the  death  of 
Amelia  Pratt  (40),  of  Fulham,  London,  S.W.,  who  died 
from  strychnine  poisoning  on  December  31.  The  deceased's 
husband,  who  is  a  stage  manager  at  a  Walham  Green 
music-hall,  deposed  that  Dr.  J.  Fletcher,  of  Dawes  Road, 
S.W.,  had  attended  his  wife  during  the  day.  She  had 
complained  of  internal  pains  and  assigned  the  cause  to 
some  cocoanut  she  had  eaten  recently.  On  witness  arriv- 
ing home  on  December  31  his  wife  said  to  him,  "  That 
medicine  is  burning  my  inside  out.  ...  I  had  only  one 
do6e."  Death  took  place  ten  minutes  later.  In  the  mean- 
time Dr.  Fletcher  had  been  sent  for,  and  he  on  arriving 
washed  out  deceased's  stomach,  using  a  large  quantity  of 
water.  In  reply  to  witness's  query  as  to  why  he  used 
all  that  water  if  there  was  nothing  to  be  afraid  of, 
Dr.  Fletcher  answered,  "Oh,  we  must  get  that  cocoanut. 
out."  Dr.  Fletcher  left  the  house  without  making  any 
further  remarks,  and  Dr.  Morris  Williams  was  called  in. 
Witness  found  the  medicine  bottle  had  been  filled  up  to 
the  cork.  Police-Inspector  John  Elliott  stated  that  Dr. 
Fletcher  told  him  that  deceased  was  suffering  from 
ptomaine  poisoning.  Before  seeing  Dr.  Williams,  Dr. 
Fletcher  said  that  he  was  prepared  to  give  a  death  certi- 
ficate, but  after  a  private  consultation  with  Dr.  Williams 
Dr.  Fletcher  stated  he  would  not  certify  the  cause  of 
death.  Dr.  Williams  stated  he  found  the  medicine  tasted 
bitter  and  he  "diagnosed"  that  it  contained  strychnine. 
Dr.  J.  Fletcher,  after  being  cautioned  by  the  Coroner, 
elected  to  give  evidence.  He  intended  to  give  deceased  a 
mixture  containing  opium  and  chloroform  water.  He  was 
told  half  an  hour  afterwards  that  Mrs.  Pratt  was  in  a  fit, 
and  on  seeing  her  he  said  to  himself,  "This  looks  like 
strychnine  poisoning."  He  told  the  husband  that  he 
would  try  to  remove  the  cocoanut,  and  it  suddenly  flashed 
across  his  mind  that  the  bottles  containing  chloroform 
water  and  strychnine  solution  were  about  the  same  size. 
The  fatal  mixture  was  here  handed  to  witness,  who,after 
tasting  the  contents,  said,  "Yes;  I  have  made  a  mistake 
in  the" bottle."  Continuing,  Dr.  Fletcher  said  he  emptied 
a  good  quantity  of  the  "medicine"  down  the  sink  and 
then  filled  the  bottle  with  water,  afterwards  putting  it  on 
the  mantelshelf.  He  filled  the  bottle  up  because  he  could 
not  take  it  away,  but  he  thought  it  dangerous  to  leave  it  in 
the  house  in  it.3  original  condition.  He  realised  after- 
wards that  it  was  not  the  correct  thing  to  do  to  partially 
empty  the  bottle  and  then  fill  it  up  again.  Mr.  W.  H. 
Leycester,  who  appeared  for  the  Medical  Defence  Union 
and  Dr.  Fletcher,  asked  Dr.  Bernard  Spilsbury  if  it 
would  have  been  impossible,  but  for  Dr.  Fletcher's  frank 
admission,  for  him  to  say  that  the  woman  died  from 
strychnine  poisoning. — Dr.  Spilsbury:  "Yes."  The 
Coroner,  in  summing  up,  commented  upon  the  painful 
nature  of  the  case  and  the  candid  manner  in  which  Dr. 
Fletcher  had  given  his  evidence.  Mr.  Drew  called  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  "  for  legislation  in  regard  to  poison 
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bottles."  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from 
misadventure,  and  asked  the  Coroner  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  Home  Office  the  facts  of  the  case  in  order  that 
legislation  providing  for  the  use  of  a  distinctive  form  of 
bottle  for  poison  might  be  brought  about. 

Poliee-sourt  Charges. 

At  Dewsbury  last  week  two  boys  were  bound  over,  under 
the  new  Probation  Act,  for  breaking  into  the  premises  of 
Mr.  Geo.  Walker,  chemist  and  druggist,  Northgate,  Dews- 
bury,  and  stealing  goods  and  money  to  the  value  of  7s.  Zd. 

At  Marylebone  Police  Court  on  January  5,  Joseph 
Swanton  (27)  was  bound  over  in  the  sum  of  10/.  on  a  charge 
of  stealing  4s.  from  a  shop  assistant  named  Lily  Gregory 
(C.  <£•  D.,  January  1,  p.  4).  The  defence  was  that  prisoner 
entered  the  girl's  room  in  mistake  for  his  own. 

At  the  Stratford  Police  Court  on  January  3,  Annie 
Stevens,  alias  Rose  Gayford,  a  respectably  dressed  middle- 
aged  woman,  of  Boundary  Road,  East  Ham,  was  charged 
on  a  warrant  with  obtaining  1/.  lis.  8d.  by  false  pretences 
from  Mr.  Edward  Raynor,  described  as  a  chemist,  of 
164  High  Road,  Leyton.  Mr.  C.  C.  Sharman  (for 
the  prosecution)  stated  that  accused  tendered  on 
November  22  a  cheque  for  1/.  8  s.  in  payment 
for  some  goods  ordered  from  Mr.  Raynor.  The 
cheque  was  drawn  by  a  man  named  Stevens  in  favour 
of  Annie  Stevens.  Defendant  received  1/.  lis.  8d. ,  the 
balance  of  the  cheque,  in  cash.  The  prosecutor  alleged 
that  the  prisoner  was  Mrs.  Gayford,  who  had  an  account 
a  few  years  ago  with  Bacon,  Cobbald  &  Co.,  at  Felixstowe, 
now  amalgamated  with  the  Capital  and  Counties  Bank. 
The  account  had  been  drawn  upon  until  only  4s.  was  left  at 
the  bank.  She  had  victimised  fifteen  or  sixteen  tradesmen 
with  cheques  from  Mrs.  Gayford 's  book,  and  all  the  cheques 
had  been  dishonoured.  The  prisoner  was  remanded,  bail 
being  refused.

Brevities. 

The  Oban  School  Board  have  accepted  the  tender  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Lawrence,  chemist,  Oban,  of  78/.  Is.  6d.  for  the 
supply  of  scientific  apparatus  and  chemicals  for  the  technical 
department  of  Oban  High  School. 

With  a  few  exceptions,  it  is  understood  that  the  Christ- 
mas trade  in  Dundee  has  not  come  up  to  expectations. 
It  was  notified  by  advertisement  in  the  local  newspapers 
that  "Dundee  chemists  arranged  to  close  their  shops  on 
Saturday,  January  1,  between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and 
6  p.m,"  but  few  chemists  were  consulted  on  the  matter, 
and  in  consequence  some  resentment  is  being  expressed 
against  persons  who  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  announce- 
ment. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

Mr.  Lilian,  herbalist  and  general  drug  dealer,  has  closed 
his  premises  at  27  Cowcaddens  Street,  Glasgow. 

Mr.  Tulloch,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  taken  over  the 
business  of  Mr.  R.  Lochhead,  chemist  and  druggist,  Main 
Street,  Newton,  Ayr. 

Mr.  Gault,  chemist  and  druggist,  Newton  Grange,  has 
sold  his  business  to  Mr.  James  Dixon,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  Gorebridge. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Flett,  chemist  and  druggist,  formerly  in 
business  on  his  own  account  in  Woodsland  Road,  Glasgow, 
sailed  on  December  30  for  Singapore,  to  take  up  an  engage- 
ment there.

The  pre- 
mises were  deluged,  and  the  water  burst  into  the  adjoin- 
ing warehouses  of  Messrs.  Munro,  wholesale  grocers,  and 
Mr.  James  Christie,  wholesale  druggist. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


The  Norwegian  Government  have  adopted  stringent 
precautions  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons  for  the  de- 
struction of  animals.  The  purchaser  of  such  a  poison  has 
to  produce  a  certificate  from  the  police  authorities  author- 
ising the  purchase  and  stating  the  use  to  which  the  poison 
is  to  be  put  The  purchaser  has  to  give  an  assurance  to 
the  police  that  the  poison  will  only  be  used  within  the 
boundaries  of  Norway. 

A  Number  of  Military  Pharmacists  on  the  reserve  of 
the  German  Army  will  this  year  be  called  out  for  active 
service.  This  will  affect  in  the  Prussian  Army  eighteen 
oberapothekers  and  eighty  unterapothekers  who  will  be 
called  up  for  forty-two  days'  duty ;  in  Saxony  two  ober- 
apothekers foT  a  period  of  fifty-six  and  twelve  unter- 
apothekers  for  forty-two  days;  and  in  Wiirtemberg  one 
ober-  and  six  unter-apothekers  who  will  be  on  duty  for 
six  weeks.  It  is  further  proposed  to  create  two  new 
staff  apothekers  of  the  navy  on  October  1,  1910,  for  the 
new  stations  of  Miirwick  and  Sonderburg. 

German  Prescription  Tariff. — The  publication  of  the 
Medicinal  Tariff  for  1910,  according  to  which  all  pre- 
scriptions must  be  charged,  has  demonstrated  to  apothe- 
kers in  Germany  that  the  Government  is  not  yet  disposed 
to  accede  to  their  request  for  a  fundamental  increase  in 
the  prescription  charges.  Such  a  change  would  have  been 
highly  unpopular,  so  far  as  the  public  are  concerned,  espe- 
cially with  sick  clubs ;  and  at  present  ' '  economy  "  is  the 
official  battle-cry  of  Germany.  As  an  innovation,  charges 
for  the  preparation  of  ampoules  have  been  introduced ;  for 
each  empty  ampoule  up  to  5  c.c.  content  the  charge  is 
10  pfennigs  (l^d.)  ;  for  the  filling,  closing-up,  and  sterilis- 
ing of  ampoules  75  pfennigs  (9^.)  is  to  be  levied  for 
three  or  under,  and  10  pfennigs  for  each  ampoule  over 
that  number.  An  important  concession  has,  however,  been 
made  with  regard  to  the  night  tax.  The  charge  of  an 
extra  sixpence  on  every  prescription  presented  between 
10  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  has  been  extended  to  the  time  between 
9  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  This  is  a  compromise  :  apothekers  wanted 
9  p.m.  and  7  a.m. 

Town  and  Country  Apprentices. — At  the  Austrian 
examinations  marking  the  close  of  the  apprenticeship,  it 
has  been  noticed  for  some  time  that  a  considerable  differ- 
ence existed  in  the  store  of  knowledge  possessed  by  the 
pharmaceutical  apprentice  brought  up  in  the  country  com- 
pared with  the  acquirements  of  his  town  colleague.  Further, 
a  considerable  amount  of  time  is  lost  during  the  first 
period  of  the  University  education,  due  to  the  fact  that 
pharmaceutical  students  receive  their  instruction  as  if 
they  had  hitherto  gained  no  fundamental  knowledge  of 
the  different  subjects  in  question.  To  obviate  this  draw- 
back, and  particularly  with  the  aim  to  ensure  a  certain 
standard  of  knowledge  for  pharmaceutical  apprentices, 
the  General  Austrian  Apotheker  Society  and  the  Austrian 
Pharmaceutical  Society  collaborated  with  the  Viennese 
Apotheker  Gremium  with  the  object  of  elaborating  a  set  of 
text-books  specially  intended  for  the  instruction  of  appren- 
tices. These  include  the  following  subjects  :  Chemistry 
(Ludwig),  pharmacognosies  _(Mitlacher),_  practical  _ phar- 
macy (Kremel),  botany  (Schiffner),  physics  (Schweidler), 
and  commercial  practice  (Schigut). 

Tablets  in  Germany. — A  correspondent  in  the  "  Pharm. 
Zeit."  raises  an  interesting  point  in  connection  with-  the 
prohibition  to  keep  in  stock  compressed  tablets  or  divided 
powders  containing  remedies  included  in  the  tables  B 
and  C  of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia — i.e.,  heroic  pre- 
parations. This  apotheker  is  under  the  obligation  to  keep 
stocked  for  immediate  supply  to  the  military  authorities 
in  the  event  of  mobilisation  :  150  arecolin  tablets  of 
0.05  gram,  15  atropine  tablets  of  0.01  gram;  15  cocaine 
tablets  of  0.02  gram  ;  and  30  morphine  tablets  of  0.05  gram. 
He  asks  how  is  he  to  comply  with  this  obligation  «.nd 
yet  not  transgress  the  pharmacy  law  ?  The  editor  advises 
him  to  draw  the  Minister  of  War's  attention  to  the  matter, 
and  through  him  to  induce  the  Minister  for  Medical 
Affairs,  etc.,  to  withdraw  this  peculiar  prohibition: 
"  When  military  considerations  are  engaged,  all  other 
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objections  usually  vanish."  Another  correspondent  advises 
liis  colleague  to  purchase  a  tablet-machine  and  regards 
this  paragraph  as  a  safeguard  for  the  pharmacist,  who 
•ought  to  make  his  tablets  himself.  According  to  his 
view,  the  law  requires  that  the  tablets  are  to  be  freshly 
made  on  being  ordered,  but  nothing  is  said  as  regards 
the  time  when  they  are  to  be  f  etched ;  the  military 
authorities  have  ordered  the  tablets,  but  not  yet  taken 
them,  consequently  they  should  be  kept  until  required. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

Congress  of  Physiotherapy. — The  third  International 
Congress  of  Physiotherapy  will  be  held  in  Paris  from 
March  29  to  April  2  next,  and  will  be  presided  over  by  Pro- 
cessor Landouzy,  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  here. 
The  various  sections  of  the  Congress  will  include  hydro- 
therapy, thermotherapy,  climatotherapy,  electrotherapy, 
and  radiotherapy.  An  exhibition  of  all  articles  connected 
with  physiotherapy  (mineral  waters,  instruments,  etc.)  will 
bo  annexed  to  the  Congress,  of  which  M.  Vaquez,  27  rue  du 
General  Foy,  Paris,  is  the  Secretary. 

Centenary  of  the  "  Journal  de  Pharmacie." — The  well- 
known  French  pharmaceutical  publication  known  as  the 
"Journal  de  Pharmacie  et  de  Chimie"  completed  the  cen- 
tennial anniversary  of  its  existence  recently.  The  event 
was  duly  celebrated  by  a  dinner  given  at  the  Palais  d'Orsay 
Hotel,  Paris,  by  Professor  Jungfleisch,  President  of  the 
Editorial  Committee  of  the  Journal,  to  his  colleagues. 
M.  Jungfleisch  gave  a  very  interesting  account  of  the  first 
meetings  of  the  founders  of  the  Journal,  the  minutes  of 
which  have  been  carefully  preserved,  and  he  likewise  gave 
his  own  personal  impressions  of  his  first  experience  in  the 
.editing  room  of  the  Journal  some  forty  years  ago.  One  of 
the  founders,  M.  Boullay,  was  then  still  alive,  and  although 
ninety-three  years  of  age  at  that  time  was  very  active.  Pro- 
fessor Bourquelot,  who  is  now  the  chief  editor  of  the 
Journal,  spoke  in  most  appreciative  terms  of  the  services 
rendered  to  it  by  his  distinguished  predecessors,  who  in- 
clude the  well-known  pharmacien  Cadet  de  Gassicourt,  as 
well  as  M.  Riche,  the  eminent  chemist  who  was  for  so  long 
director  of  the  French  Mint.

Prepared 
sponges,  G.T.  raised  from  85f .  to  lOOf.  Hard  caseine  in  sheets 
or  mass,  unworked,  to  be  taxed  150f.  and  75f.  Hard  caseine 
worked  in  any  way,  to  be  taxed  225f.  and  150f.  Oil  seeds, 
G.T.  raised  from  3f.  to  4f.  50c.  Volatile  oils  and  essences, 
-specific  duty  changed  to  5  per  cent,  ad  vol.  Synthetic  and 
■artificial  perfumes,  including  artificial  vanilin,  raised 
from  5  per  cent,  to  15  per  cent,  ad  ral.  Formosa 
camphor,  reduced  from  7f.  50c.  and  61.  to  6f.  and 
'4f.  Bay  and  myrtle  leaves,  raised  from  lOOf.  to  150f.  Saffron, 
changed  from  If.  50c.  and  If.  to  15f.  and  If.  Crude  alum, 
•exempted  from  duty  under  Minimum  Tariff.  Oxide  of  cobalt, 
tfree,  raised  to  525f.  and  350f.  Tin  oxide,  at  present,  8f.  50c. 
and  5f.  15c,  exempted  from  duty.  Litharge  and  other  lead 
oxides,  formerly  duty-free,  raised  to  7f.  95c.  and  9f.  30c. 
Zinc  oxide,  at  present  5  per  cent,  ad  vol.,  exempted.  Soda 
(refined)  classed  as  follows:  Not  over  33  per  cent,  pure  car- 
bonate, 2f.  85c.  and  If.  90c.  Other,  6f.  15c.  and  4f.  10c. 
(Formaldehyde,  ad  val.  duty  changed  to  12f.  both  tariffs. 
Formaldehyde,  more  concentrated,  changed  to  30f.  and  20f. 
Carbonate  of  lead,  specially  tariffed  at  lOf.  50c.  and  7f.  Ether 
(pure),  raised  from  30f.  to  60f.  and  40f.  Collodion,  same 
change  as  above.  Sulphate  of  copper,  reduced  from  4f.  and 
3f.  to  3f.  and  If.  50c.  Sulphite  of  zinc  (artificial),  changed 
'from  ad  val.  duty  to  3f.  75c.  and  2f.  50c.  Crude  cocaine, 
exempted.  Direct  products  of  coal-tar  distilling  exempted. 
Secondary  products  changed  from  20f.  and  15f.  to  23f.  and  15f. 
Chemical,  products  with  alcohol,  discussion  adjourned.  Coal- 
tar  colours,  not  specially  denominated,  in  paste,  with  at  least 
50  per  cent,  water,  changed  from  lOOf.  and.  60f.  to  lOOf. 
and  50f.    Milk-sugar,  formerly  free,  raised  to  38f.  and  25f.

Demerara  Doings.

Ankylostomiasis. — The  prevalence  of  ankylostomiasis  in 
Indian  coolie  immigrants  continues  to  be  alarming.  Of  844 
coolies  ex  s.s.  Ganges  recently  arrived  from  Calcutta,  821 
were  examined,  and  580  found  to  be  infected.  The  treat- 
ment consists  in  giving  large  doses  of  beta-naphthol,  fol- 
lowed by  brisk  saline  purgatives. 

A  New  Veterinary  Ordinance  has  been  passed  to  re- 
strict veterinary  practice  to  registered  persons.  Anyone 
who  has  been  already  acting  as  a  veterinary  surgeon  for  a 
reasonable  time  is  entitled  to  registration  without  examina- 
tion. Two  chemists  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privi- 
lege— viz.,  Mr.  F.  J.  Larrony,  New  Amsterdam,  and  Mr. 
W.  T.  Johnson,  Georgetown. 

Smart-Dalgleish  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  (as  stated  in  the 
C.  <£•  D.,  December  4)  paid  $100,000  for  the  business  of  . 
Messrs.  Brodie  &  Rainer.  Less  than  two  years  ago  Mr. 
Dalgleish  was  an  assistant  to  Messrs.  Brodie  &  Rainer.  He 
resigned  to  start  a  business  of  his  own,  and  in  about  a  year 
had  two  or  three  branches.  Now  his  firm  practically  con- 
trols the  drug-trade  of  the  Colony. 

Poisoning. — A  Customs  officer  at  New  Amsterdam  is 
alleged  to  have  attempted  to  commit  suicide  by  taking  per- 
chloride  of  mercury.  It  is  understood  that  the  police  have 
taken  proceedings  against  Messrs.  Isaacson  &  Co.  (pro- 
prietor, the  Hon.  C.  P.  Gaskin),  from  whom  the  poison  is 
alleged  to  have  been  purchased,  because  the  usual  entry  with 
signature  in  the  poison-book  was  not  made. 

Contracts. — The  following  tenders  for  supply  for  the 
Public  Service  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1910,  have 
been  accepted  :  Oils  and  paints,  Messrs.  Sandbach,  Parker 
&  Co.,  and  Messrs.  Booker  Bros.;  preparing  and  dressing 
materials,  Mr.  J.  B.  Sharpies  ;  medicines  and  medical  ap- 
pliances, Messrs.  Brodie  &  Rainer  (present  contract  ex- 
tended for  six  months — viz.,  from  January  to  June  1910). 

Dispensaries. — Medical  men,  and  to  a  certain  extent 
chemists,  are  loud  in  their  complaints  as  to  the  reckless 
way  in  which  pauper  certificates  for  free  medicine  from  the 
Government  dispensaries  have  been  distributed  by  the 
clergy.  In  some  cases  these  "  paupers  "  are  people  possess- 
ing property.  It  has  been  suggested  that  this  privilege 
which  the  clergy  enjoy  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Poor-law 
Commissioners.  The  week  before  the  mail  left  the  number 
of  out-patients  at  the  Government  dispensaries  was  1,059.

The  Commonwealth. 

Tariff  Guide. — White  dextrin  is  stated  by  the 
Customs  Tariff  Guide  Supplement  to  be  starch  flour  which 
has  undergone  treatment  with  concentrated  acetic  acid 
(acetylation)  with  the  object  of  forming  an  acetyl  ester 
with  the  starch.  Dry  vegetable  gum,  said  to  be  a  special 
preparation  of  gluten  suitable  for  use  as  a  substitute  for 
glue  or  cheap  gelatin  for  adhesive  purposes,  is  not  dry 
gum  in  the  ordinary  commercial  sense. 

Proprietary  Medicines.— The  Customs  Department  in- 
formed the  "  Herald  "  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  ingre- 
dients used  in  one  box  of  a  certain  medicine  which  is  sold 
at  half-a-crown  is  one-fortieth  of  a  penny.  In  the  House 
of  Representatives  Mr.  Thomas  took  advantage  of  this  to 
ask  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Customs  if  his  attention 
had  been  drawn  to  this,  and  if  the  statement  is  correct, 
and  if  the  Minister  would  inform  the  House  the  name  of 
the  medicine  referred  to,  so  that  the  public  might  learn 
what  they  are  buying.  The  Minister  promised  to  have 
inquiries  made. 

New  South  Wales. 

Mr.  Alexander  Emslie  Dtjrno,  recently  co-opted  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
New  South  Wales,  is  a  native  of  Aberdeenshire,  and  was 
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apprenticed  in  1883  to  a  good  dispensing  and  retail  busi- 
ness in  Aberdeen.  In  1889  he  went  to  Edinburgh,  studied 
at  the  Royal  Dispensary  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  passed 
the  Minor  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  the  same  year.  He  then  joined  the  staff  of 
a  company-pharmacy  and  gained  an  insight  into  modern 
trading  principles.  During  this  time  he  studied  for  the 
Major  examination,  which  he  passed  in  1891.  The  same 
year  he  started  for  Australia,  and  secured  a  position  as 
assistant  in  Victoria.  Afterwards  he  went  to  Ipswich 
(Queensland)  to  manage  a  business,  now  Mr.  Allen's. 
He  soon  decided  to  migrate  to  Sydney,  which  he  did, 
purchasing  the  business  of  the  late  Mr.  Notley  B.  Pollard, 
then  in  Market  Street.  It  has  since  been  transferred  to 
its  present  situation  at  184  Pitt  Street.  Mr.  Durno  is 
registered  in  Victoria,  New  South  Wales,  and  Queens- 
land, as  well  as  in  Great  Britain.  He  went  for  a  long 
holiday  round  the  world  in  1907,  and  looked  up  old 
friends  in  Great  Britain.  His  place  of  business  is  noted 
for  the  attractiveness  of  the  window-dressing ;  some  of  his 
6hop  windows  have  been  figured  in  the  C.  <£•  D. 

Western  Australia. 

Opium  Prohibition  Bill. — The  Committee  report  that 
this  Bill  only  proposes  to  deal  with  the  vice  of  opium- 
smoking.  The  provision  that  the  use  or  possession  of 
chlorodyne  or  laudanum  be  made  an  illegal  act  unless 
sanctioned  by  a  permit  from  the  Colonial  Secretary  is 
likely  to  prove  a  vexatious  restriction  if  passed  in  its 
present  form — at  all  events,  in  places  remote  from  the  seat 
of  government.  The  Committee  find  that  at  least  1,200  lb. 
of  opium  reaches  consumers  annually  in  Western  Aus- 
tralia. This  represents,  at  the  present  rate  of  duty,  about 
2,000/.  annually.

Cape  Colony. 

Poisons  in  Proprietaries. — The  Cape  Colony  Medical 
Council  has  decided,  -  upon  the  motion  of  Dr.  Darley- 
Hartley,  to  recommend  the  Government  to  put  into  force 
Clause  16  of  the  Medical  Act  requiring  that  patent  and 
proprietary  medicines  containing  scheduled  poisons  should 
bear  a  label  specifying  the  poison,  also  that  arsenic  and 
strychnine  supplied  for  farming  purposes  should  be 
coloured. 

Action  tor  Slander. — A  case  was  heard  before  the 
Resident  Magistrate  of  Cape  Town  on  December  9,  in 
which  Mr.  H.  R.  Peck,  chemist,  Kloof  Street,  sued  a 
nurse  named  Mrs.  Tattersall  for  20Z.  damages  for  slander. 
The  case  arose  out  of  a  supposed  purchase  by  the  defen- 
dant's servant  of  ipecacuanha  wine,  which  was  alleged  to 
have  come  from  Mr.  Peck's  pharmacy  after  business  hours. 
The  servant  returned  with  some  substance  resembling 
port,  which  bore  a  written  label  "  Hypo  Wine,"  but  no 
chemist's  name  or  address.  Defendant  afterwards  came 
down  with  the  bottle  and,  in  the  presence  of  witnesses, 
whom  Mr.  Peck  called,  made  several  slanderous  state- 
ments. Evidence  proved  that  no  one  was  served  after 
hours  on  the  evening  in  question.  Mr.  Peck's  solicitor 
stated  that  they  did  not  press  for  heavy  damages.  The 
Magistrate  gave  judgment  for  plaintiff  for  21.  and  costs. 

Medicine  Stamps  continue  to  be  the  chief  subject  of 
interest  to  Cape  chemists.  The  promised  list  of  exemp- 
tions has  not  materialised  yet,  although  several  inquiries 
have  been  made  to  the  authorities  for  it.  The  Treasury 
intend  to  call  a  representative  meeting  of  chemists  in 
order  to  confer  with  their  officials  as  to  the  liability  of 
doubtful  articles,  such  as  foods,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  have  been  asked  to  send  two  members  to  this 
meeting.  In  an  interview  by  a  local  paper  with  a  well- 
known  chemist,  whose  name  does  not  transpire,  but  who 
is  evidently  connected  with  the  Society,  the  retail 
chemists'  side  of  the  question  is  very  fairly  presented. 


The  article  is  entitled  "Badgered  Chemists,"  and  states 
that  the  Act  of  1909  is  supposed  to  amend  the  Act  of  1908, 
but  is  far  from  being  the  workable  measure  chemists  hoped, 
for.  It  is  precise  and  unmistakable  in  only  two  par- 
ticulars—its rate  of  charges  and  the  swinging  scale  of 
penalties  for  infringement.  The  inclusion  of  toilet  articles- 
as  medicines  is  strongly  condemned,  particularly  as  these 
articles  already  pay  an  import  duty  of  22  to  25  per  cent. 
The  inclusion  of  the  trade-mark  as  defining  a  patent  and< 
proprietary  medicine  is  regarded  as  particularly  objection- 
able, and  as  an  instance  the  article  mentions  6d.  or  Is. 
bottles  of  "vaseline,"  which  require  a  2d.  stamp.  The 
chemists  desired  to  come  into  line  with  the  Old  Country's- 
method,  but  the  new  regulations  have  gone  far  beyond* 
these.  The  hope  is  expressed  that  the  Union  Parliament: 
will  completely  erase  the  measure. 
Natal. 

Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys'  removal  from  Cape  Town, 
to  Durban  is  commented  upon  by  our  Natal  correspondent,, 
who  remarks  that,  "Natal  having  opened  up  railway 
communication  with  Kimberley  and  Bloemfontein,  i-t  is- 
now  cheaper  to  obtain  goods  from  the  Natal  port  than, 
from  the  Cape." 

Petroleum  Deposits  having  been  discovered  at  Clairmont 
and  Springfield,  near  Durban,  and  at  Umhali,  on  the  north, 
coast,  says  the  "Financial  Times,"  there  appears  a  good, 
prospect  of  Natal  taking  its  place  among  oil-producing, 
countries.  Development  syndicates  have  been  formed, 
and  experimental  work  is  proceeding  on  the  deposits. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy 
Council  was  held  in  Bloemfontein  on  December  10,  Dr. 
Ward  (President)  in  the  chair.  Drs.  Bidwell,  De  Kockv 
Johnson,  Swift,  and  fule,  Mr.  Redpath  (denist),  and, 
Mr.  Hewitt  were  also  present.  An  application  for  regis- 
tration as  a  chemist  was  refused,  as  the  candidate's  certi- 
ficate of  examination  by  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board  was- 
issued  prior  to  1896.  Dr.  Bidwell-  moved  that  the  prin- 
cipal ordinance  should  be  amended  in  its  penal  clause,  se- 
as to  admit  of  any  registered  person  guilty  of  an  offence 
being  suspended.  This  was  unanimously  agreed  to.  In, 
its  present  form  the  only  alternative  to  a  reprimand  which, 
the  clause  affords  is  striking  off  the  register,  and  there  is- 
no  provision  for  restoration.  It  is  not  expected  that  the 
Government  will  at  present  agree  to  the  proposed  amend- 
ment. The  correspondence  between  the  Council  and  the- 
Government  concerning  the  suggested  medical  and  phar- 
maceutical conference  was  dealt  with  in  committee. 


Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society.

Board,  stating  that  the  Government,  without  assigning  any 
reason,  had  seen  fit  to  withhold  a  portion  of  the  report. 

Pharmacy  Board  Report.— Mr.  Anderson  gave  a  resiime 
of  the  business  transacted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held) 
on  October  14.  He  said  that  in  regard  to  the  request  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  that  the  Board  should  publish  in  the - 
trade  journals  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,-, 
it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  comply  with  the  request.  A 
notice  of  motion  to  alter  the  existing  syllabus  to  that  in  use- 
by  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  was  also  before  the  Board, 
and" was  .weed  to  unanimously.  It  was  felt  that  the  present* 
syllabus  is  very  vague,  and  is  no  guide  for  examiner  or 
student.  The  syllabus  in  use  in  the  Transvaal  furnishes- 
dotails  of  the  various  subjects,  and  suitable -text-books  for  the- 
-guidance  of  students.  . 

Pharmacy  Board  Examinations.— Owing  to  rumours  that 
the  final  examination  is  an  insufficient  test  of  ability,  the 
President  invited  Mr.  Jones  and  Mr.  Anderson,  members- 
of  the  Pharmacv  Board,  to  give  their  opinion  as  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  examination.  Both  attended  the  last  examination-,, 
and  now  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  was  conducted  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner,  and  that  those  who  passed  it  were  well, 
qualified  to  stand  behind  the  dispensing  counter,  and  woulcil 
bo  able  to  dispense  any  prescription  put  before  them.    J.  he. 
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^examination,  they  agreed,  is  anything  but  an  easy  one,  and  is 
•a  thorough  test  of  the  ability  of  the  candidates. 

The  President's  Cape  Visit.— Mr.  Elgie,  who  had  just 
returned  from  a  visit  to  Cap©  Town,  gave  a  short  account  of 
it,  which  was  of  great  interest.  On  invitation  he  attended  a 
■meeting  of  the  Cape  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Although  he 
was  not  there  in  his  official  capacity,  he  carried  greetings 
.from  the  Natal  Society,  which  were  warmly  reciprocated.

*  .not  accept  a  re-election  until  the  charges  against  him  have 
been  cleared  up.  The  Sanitol  Co.  is  a  quasi-co-operative 
•concern,  a  good  deal  of  the  stock  being  owned  by  druggists 

■  and  dentists  throughout  the  country.  An  expensive  adver- 
tising campaign  was  inaugurated  a  couple  of  years  ago, 
which  nearly  threw  the  company  "on  the  rocks." 

Branch  Post-offices. -Many  American  druggists,  desir- 
ing to  add  to  their  incomes,  conduct  branch  post-offices  for 
rfch©  Federal  Government.  They  make  anywhere  from  $200 
■or  $300  a  year,  but  the  earnings  are  so  inadequate  for  the 

work  performed  that  some  months  ago  a  National  Associa- 
tion of  Druggist-Postmasters  was  organised  'for  the  purpose 
•of  securing  better  terms  from  the  Government.  Now,  how- 
ever, a  good  deal  of  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 

action  of  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Grubb,  a  prominent  druggist  in 
'Chicago,  who  has  thrown  out  the  post-office  station  from  his 
-store  after  several  years  of  experience,  his  statement  being 
rthat  the  thing  does  not  pay  from  any  point  of  view,  and  that 

it  prevents  him  from  giving  his  regular  customers  the  service 
|-to  which  they  are  entitled. 

Pood  and  Drug's  Act.-In  1909  over  400  suits  have  been 
brought  by  the  National  Government  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  only  two  cases  have 
Ipeen  lost.  A  case  has  now  arisen,  however,  which  brings 
tforth  a  very  interesting  point.  A  large  shipment  of  Water- 
foury's  "  Metabolised  Cod-liver  Oil  Compound"  has  been 
■seized  for  condemnation  under  libel  proceedings,  the  charge 
being  that  the  product  is  not  "  metabolised,"  that  it  con- 
tains insufficient  cod-liver  oil,  and  that  it  is  otherwise  mis- 
branded.  The  Government  began  its  action  in  the  courts 
rand  gave  publicity  to  its  charges  before  the  defendant  was 
given  a  hearing,  and  the  company  therefore  protests  that 
'the  Government  itself  violated  the  law  and  practically  hung 
'the  defendant  before  trying  him.  Manufacturers  all  over 
-the  country  are  for  obvious  reasons  watching  the  settlement 
•of  this  point  with  keen  interest. 

The  United  Drug  Co.  has  often  been  referred  to  in  this 
•  column.  It  is  a  large  co-operative  manufacturing  concern 
-of  retail  druggists,  and  its  chief  activity  is  the  production 
and  sale  of  a  lino  of  domestic  remedies  known  as  the 
""  Rexall "  products.  In  cities  where  the  company  cannot 
.-secure  the  right  kind  of  local  agent,  it  has  started  one  or 
rmore  pharmacies  of  its  own,  and  now  it  happens  that  these 
havo  grown  to  be  twenty-six  in  number.  An  auxiliary  cor- 
poration has  just  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
•over  this  end  of  the  business,  and  it  is  capitalised  at 
32,500,000.  It  is  known  as  the  Louis  K.  Liggett  Co.,  taking 
its  name  from  the  president  of  the  United  Drug  Co.  The 
•company-pharmacy  idea  is  rapidly- developing  in  America, 
■the  example  of  Jesse  Boot  in  England  doubtless  being  followed 
it©  a  considerable  extent.  American  druggists,  by  the  way, 
have  been  very  much  interested  in  the  recent  knighting  of 
Mr.  Boot. 


Legal  Keporas. 


Trade  Law. 

An  Unjust  Weight.- At  Cardiff  on  January  4,  Messrs. 
Kernick  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  Edward  Street, 
Cardiff,  were  summoned  before  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate 
for  having  on  their  premises  a  condemned  4-lb.  weight  which 
was  M  oz.  too  light.  Mr.  M.  P.  Kernick,  manager,  stated 
that  the  weight  was  not  used  for  trade-purposes,  but  for  com- 
pounding, and  consequently  buyers  were  not  affected.  The 
case  was  dismissed. 

Bonus  under  Contract    Partially  Fulfilled.— In  the 

City  of  London  Court  on  January  4,  before  Judge  Lumley 
Smith,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by  Mr.  Eugen  Oehler, 
merchant,  Kahl-am-Main,  Germany,  against  Messrs.  Reit- 
meyer  &  Co.,  merchants,  63  Crutched  Friars,  E.C.,  for 
diamidophenol  supplied.  Mr.  Oppenheimer,  plaintiff's 
solicitor,  said  that  the  dispute  arose  out  of  a  contract  for 
1,000  kilos,  of  diamidophenol.  There  was  a  clause  in  the 
contract  that  after  the  delivery  a  bonus  of  5  per  cent,  in  kind 
was  to  be  given.  Out  of  the  total  quantity  of  1,000  kilos. 
300  kilos,  were  delivered.  Then  about  six  months  after  the 
contract  had  been  made  diamidophenol  fell  in  the  market. 
The  defendants  alleged,  and  the  plaintiff  denied,  that  the 
defendants  were  entitled  to  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the 
price.  Some  correspondence  took  place,  as  a  result  of  which 
it  was  agreed  by  mutual  consent  that  the  remainder  of  tho 
contract  should  be  cancelled.  The  real  point  in  dispute  was 
the  defendants'  counterclaim  for  the  turnover  bonus  of  5  per 
cent,  on  the  quantity  actually  delivered.  Mr.  T.  H.  Aldans, 
defendants'  solicitor,  said  that  the  contract  price  of  tho 
diamidophenol  was  11m.  per  kilo.,  and  it  was  a  condition  of 
the  contract  that  it  should  be  subject  to  a  falling  clause  to 
meet  trade  competition.  Plaintiff  elected  to  cancel  tho  con- 
tract as  to  the  balance  of  700  kilos.,  and  the  defendants' 
contention  was  that  the  effect  of  the  cancellation  was  really 
to  substitute  a  contract  for  300  kilos,  for  1,000  kilos.  Defen- 
dants should  have  a  rebate  in  kind  as  to  the  300  kilos,  just  as 
much  as  if  the  contract  had  been  completed,  and  that  was 
what  the  plaintiff  had  refused  to  agree  to.  Defendants  now 
claimed  5  per  cent,  on  the  166/.  which  was  the  price  of  th© 
300  kilos.  His  Honour  found  for  th©  plaintiff  on  the  claim 
and  counterclaim,  with  costs,  holding  that  the  5  per  cent,  was 
a  condition  on  the  sale  of  1,000  kilos. 

Carrying  on  Patented  Processes.  -  Under  the  Patents 
and  Designs  Act,  1907,  by  a  decision  dated  December  23,  the 
Comptroller-General  of  Patents  discharged  an  order  made  by 
him  on  April  28,  1909,  revoking  Letters  Patent  No.,  4391, 
1904,  on  December  31,  1909,  unless  in  the  meantime  it  was 
shown  to  his  satisfaction  that,  the  patented  process  was  carried 
on  within  the  United  Kingdom  to  an  adequate  extent.  An 
application  was  made  by  the  patentee  for  the  purpose  of  offer- 
ing proof  upon  this  point,  and  the  original  applicants  for 
revocation  did  not  appear  at  the  hearing  to  oppose  it.  Tho 
patent  is  for  an  improved  method  of  preparing  clay  for  cast- 
ing, which  embodies  the  use  of  an  alkaline  substance,  such  as 
"  soda,  soda-lye,  ammonia,  potash,  waterglass,  molasses,  soap, 
or  the  like,"  so  that  larger  grains  may  be  employed  in  clay- 
ware  casting,  thus  overcoming  the  difficulty  experienced  of 
these  grains  sinking  to  the  bottom.  The  evidence  produced 
at  the  hearing  showed  that,  since  the  date  of  the  order,  every 
effort  appeared  to  have  been  made  by  Messrs.  Johnsen  & 
Jorgensen,  the  London  agents  for  the  patenteej  to  bring  tho 
patent  to  the  knowledge  of  manufacturers  who  would  be  likely 
to  be  interested  in  it,  and  that  an  agreement  for  a  licence 
dated  October  21,  1909,  had  been  made  between  the  patentee 
and  Messrs.  Chance  Bros.  &  Co.,  of  Smethwick.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  agreement  an  installation  has  been  supplied 
to  Chance  Bros.  &  Co.,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Chance,  in  his  evidence 
at  the  hearing,  stated  that  the  plant  had  been  erected  and  that 
considerable  working  had  taken  place.  He  pointed  out,  how- 
ever, that  owing  to  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  process,  and  the 
necessity  for  drying  the  products,  it  was  impossible  at  the 
moment  to  estimate  exactly  the  success  which  would  follow 
these  early  attempts.  It,  was  not  practicable,  therefore,  to 
engage  in  a  larger  manufacture  until  the  result  of  the  early 
working  could  be  tested.  If  it  was  successful,  however,  the 
plant  would  be  put  into  the  fullest  working  order.  The  Comp- 
troller came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  patentee  had  don© 
his  utmost  to  cause  the  patent  to  be  worked  in  this  country 
by  endeavouring  to  grant  licences,  and  that  by  the  licence 
in  fact,  granted  to  Chance  Bros.  &  Co.  an  adequate  manu- 
facture within  the  meaning  of  the  section  had  now  been 
started,  and  that  there  was  every  security  for  its  continuance 
in  future.  If  the  patented  process  did  not  continue  to  be 
carried  on  to  an  adequate  extent  in  this  country,  it  would 
still  be  open  to  any  person  to  apply  again  in  the  future  for 
revocation.

We  wrote  on  this  matter  to  the  Privy  Council,, 
with  whom  lies  the  approval  of  the  Society's  regulations,, 
and  pointed  out  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  confer  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  power  of 
securing  a  monopoly  of  teaching  in  its  own  pecuniary  in- 
terest ;  but  we  were  informed  in  reply  that  the  Privy  Council! 
were  powerless  to  alter  the  attitude  of  the  Society."

Andeeson. — At  Wedderburn,  Australia,  on  November  8, 
Mr.  Walter  Whitlock  Anderson,  aged  eighty-five.  Mr. 
Anderson  was  born  at  Ludlow,  England,  in  1824,  and 
apprenticed  at  Shrewsbury.  After  filling  a  position  as 
■assistant  at  Liverpool,  he  emigrated  to  Port  Phillip, 
Australia,  in  1852,  and  went  to  Ballarat,  where  he  started 
a  pharmacy  in  a  tent.  He  left  there  in  1859,  and  purchased 
a  business  in  Chapel  Street,  Prahan,  Melbourne,  where  he 
remained  till  1898,  when  he  retired  owing  to  failing  eye- 
■sight. 

Corder. — At  Brundall,  Norwich,  on  January  5,  Mr. 
Octavius  Corder,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged  eighty-two. 
Mr.  Corder  was  one  of  the  best-known  pharmacists  in  the 
"Eastern  Counties,  his  business  being  at  London  Street, 
Norwich,  but  of  late  he  had  retired  from  public  offices. 
He  was  apprenticed  to  Thomas  Knott,  Exeter,  in  1843, 
for  six  and  a  half  years,  and  after  its  completion  went 
in  1851  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy  before  entering  for  the 
•examinations.  He  duly  passed  the  Major,  his  certificate 
%eing  numbered  "  86."  He  is  perhaps  best  known  in  phar- 
macy as  a  botanist,  and  he  was  examiner  in  botany  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  from  1874  to  1894.  He  always  wore 
a  flower  in  his  buttonhole,  and  nothing  pleased  him  more 
than  to  enter  into  conversation  about  the  specimen  he  was 
wearing,  there  was  generally  some  point  about  it  of  excep- 
tional interest.  He  was  President  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  at  the  Nottingham  meeting  in  1893, 
and  his  address  was  devoted  to  his  favourite  subject.  The 
early  part,  comprising  an  account  of  Gerard,  and  his 
"  Herbal "  displayed  that  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
<subject  which  is  only  found  in  enthusiasts.  His  injunc- 
tion  was  to  obtain  the  1633  edition,  as  that  is  the  "right 
■one."  He  was  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  from  1895  to  1904,  when  he  failed  to 
obtain  enough  votes  to  entitle  him  to  a  seat.  Mr.  Corder 
bad  a  good  reputation  as  a  trainer  of  apprentices,  and 
many  who  have  since  made  their  mark  in  pharmacy  were 
initiated  in  the  art  at  his  Norwich  pharmacy.  Mr.  Corder's 
two  sons,  Edward  and  John,  carry  on  the  business  which 
their  father  founded  many  years  ago.

Edward  W.  G.  Day,  head  of  the  firm  of  Mark  Day  &  Son, 
drysalters  and  manufacturing  chemists,  West  Town  Dews- 
bury,  aged  sixty.

By  a  Chemist-Optic 


The  Question  of  illumination 

is  a  factor  which  is  of  prime  importance  to  the  optician, 
not  only  in  sight-testing  work,  but  in  all  other  branches. 
For  example,  the  only  reason  why  manufacturers  of  micro- 
scopes cannot  get  higher  magnification  is  not  because  they 
cannot  make  lenses  of  higher  powers,  but  because  at  these 
powers  the  illumination  becomes  much  too  poor  to  work 
with.  The  refractionist,  however,  is  principally  concerned 
with  the  illumination  of  test-types,  about  which  there  is 
some  very  good  advice  in  the  paragraph  on  the  testing- 
room  in  "  The  Chemist-Optician."  I  have  found  the  method 
advised  there,  of  using  artificial  light  always,  much  the 
most  satisfactory,  as  one  soon  becomes  familiar  with  the 
conditions  under  which  one  is  working,  and  can  go  straight 
ahead,  whether  there  is  daylight  or  not.  The  chief  point 
is  to  have  the  test-types  equally  illuminated,  to  avoid  having 
a  very  bright  part  with  corresponding  shadows.  For  this 
it  is  better  to  have  a  source  of  light  on  either  side  of  the 
chart,  whether  electric  light  or  gas;  the  rest  of  the  room 
is,  of  course,  in  the  shadow,  the  lamps  being  protected 
from  the  customer  by  ehades  or  reflectors. 
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COUNCIL  MEETING. 

A MEETING  of  the  Council  was  held  at  17,  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  January  5.  All  the 
members  were  present  except  Mr.  C.  J.  Park  (Plymouth). 
Reference  was  made  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Greshoff,  Mr.  Jas. 
Paterson,  Mr.  W.  Harvey,  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Chater.  The 
last-named  has  left  a  donation  of  2QI.  to  the  Benevolent 
Eund.  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  referred  to  the  deficit  shown  in 
the  accounts  of  the  Fund,  which  he  regarded  as  "a 
very  deplorable  state  of  things."  The  payments  from  the 
Fund  during  1908  amounted  to  3,106Z. ,  and  the  subscription 
income  decreased  from  1,700Z.  to  1,519?.  Casual  grants 
amounting  to  911.  10s.  were  made  from  the  Benevolent  Fund. 
The  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Chemists'  Association  sent  a 
resolution  of  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  Council,  as  a 
result  of  a  visit  from  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  and  Mr.  Chater. 
The  original  ' '  fiery  cross  ' '  resolution  of  that  Association 
is  still,  however,  being  sent  up  to  the  Council  by  other 
local  bodies.  In  regard  to  the  utterances  of  Mr.  Upton 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Apothecaries'  Assistants'  Association, 
the  Master  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  informs  the 
Council  that  "  Mr.  Upton  disclaims  the  use  of  the  words 
attributed  to  him  in  the  published  reports." 


There  were  present  at  the  Council  meeting  the  President 
(Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington),  the  Vice-President  (Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie),  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter  Hills),  and  Messr3.

Letters  of  Thanks. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  read, 
The  President  announced  that  letters  had  been  received 
from  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  Henry  Roscoe  thanking  the 
Council  for  their  congratulations  on  his  appointment  to  the 
Privy  Council.  Sir  W.  A.  Tilden  also  thanked  the  Society 
for  the  friendly  message  on  the  occasion  of  his  reception  of 
a  knighthood. 

Deaths. 

The  President  then  referred  to  the  death  of  Dr. 
Maurits  Greshoff,  Director  of  the  Haarlem  Colonial 
Museum  and  a  corresponding  member  of  the  Society.  He 
was  a  very  distinguished  botanist,  and,  had  he  lived, 
would  have  doubtless  received  the  Hanbury  medal.  Mr. 
James  Paterson's  death  was  also  mentioned,  and  that  of 
Mr.  W.  Harvey  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Chater  (Watford);  the 
last-named  has  bequeathed  20?.  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
Seventy-two  members  and  thirty-three  student-associates 
were  then  elected,  and  thirty-two  persons  restored  to  their 
former  position  in  the  Society.     The  names  of  six  persons 
were  restored  to  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists.

Mr.  Gibson,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
there  is  nothing  abnormal  in  the  first  part,  but  with  the 
Benevolent  Fund  it  is  very  different — the  deficit  of  267?. 
indicates  "a  very  deplorable  state  of  things."  During 
1909  3,106?  was  paid  out — 1,2687.  in  casual  grants  and 
1,337?.  in  annuities.  The  subscription  income  was  1,519?., 
against  1,700Z.  Why  the  income  had  fallen  he  did  not 
know,  but  he  thought  that  if  the  Council  administered  a 
stimulant  it  should  help  to  bring  in  a  number  of  sub- 
scribers. Among  the  donations  to  the  Benevolent  Fundi 
during  the  past  month  was  50?.  from  Mr.  Thos.  Kay 
(Stockport)  and  11.  Is.  6c?.  from  the  Association  of  Women 
Pharmacists.  The  committee  had  been  able  to  repay  1Q0?. 
which  had  been  borrowed  from  the  bank,  but  are  stiLU 
indebted  for  a  considerable  amount.  Mr.  Gibson 
further  explained  that  some  years  ago  the  Council  bought 
property  at  Bromley  at  an  advantageous  price,  which 
brings  in  a  good  income.  To  do  this  9,000?.  had  to  be  bor- 
rowed from  the  bank,  of  which  7,000?.  had  been  paid  off. 
More  subscriptions  are  needed  to  meet  the  demands  on  the 
Fund. 

The  President  agreed  that  more  annual  subscribers  are 
wanted. 

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 
The   Treasurer   was   further   authorised   to   pay  the 
annuitants  quarterly  during  1910. 

Benevolent  Fund. 
The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  con 
sidered  in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Campkin  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  In 
regard  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  Benevolent  Fund, 
he  said  that  Mr.  Gibson  had  anticipated  the  remarks  he 
had  intended  making.  It  should  be  mentioned  that  the 
Fund  has  an  income  other  than  that  from  subscriptions, 
but  the  42,000?.  property  belonging  to  the  Fund  cannot 
be  used  as  income.  The  annual  subscriptions  are  paid  in 
January,  and  this  would  lead  to  an  increase  in  the  amount 
available  for  distribution.  Grants  amounting  to  91?.  10s. 
were  recommended  to  be  made,  861.  of  this  being  to  widows 
of  chemists  and  druggists.  He  had  on  the  previous  occa- 
sion estimated  that  there  would  be  a  deficit  of  350?.  on  the 
year,  but  was  glad  this  had  only  been  267Z.  One  of  the 
subscribers  in  Leeds  had  suggested  that  the  Society  might 
issue  collection-boxes  for  placing  in  chemists'  shops. 
These,  it  was  proposed,  could  be  used  to  receive  payments 
for  the  little  services  which  chemists  often  render  gratui- 
tously to  their  customers.  The  matter  is  under  con- 
sideration of  the  committee. 

The  President,  in  putting  the  resolution,  said  he  was 
opposed  to  the  idea  of  collecting-boxes.     He  thought  that 
distress  among  chemists  should  be  relieved  by  the  chemists 
themselves,  and  not  by  appeal  to  the  public. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Library  Committee. 
The  Treasurer  then  presented  the  report  of  the  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee,  which  dealt  chiefly 
with  routine  matters.  Electric-light  fittings  amounting  on 
estimate  to  61.  17s.  were  ordered  to  be  fitted  in  Professor 
Greenish's  laboratories.  Other  accommodation  for  hata 
and  coats  in  the  hall  was  authorised  at  a  cost  of  81.  16s. 
Messrs.  Parkinson's  account  for  45?.  14s.  6d.  was  approved. 
Some  other  items  referred  to  the  school,  the  provision  of 
cupboards,  and  supply  of  samples  of  calcium  nitrate  and 
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kalksalpeter  by  the  Badische  Anilin  und  Soda-Fabrik. 
Professor  Crossley  was  authorised  to  supply  plans  of  the 
recently  fitted  draught-cupboards  to  the  Office  of  Works. 
The  School  of  Pharmacy  Students'  Association  thanked  the 
Council  for  the  use  of 'the  examination-hall  for  a  whist 
drive,  and  Professor  Millar  Thompson  for  the  use  of  the 
council-chamber  for  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Internal 
Examiners  in  Chemistry  for  the  University  of  London. 

Mr.  Hills  commented  on  some  of  the  matters  dealt  with 
in  the  report,  and  in  regard  to  the  new  cloak-room  accom- 
modation which  is  being  fitted  up  under  the  stairs  of  No.  17 
said  he  was  afraid  it  looks  rather  unsightly  at  present. 

Mr.  Young  :  It  looks  like  a  hen-roost.  (Laughter.) 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Divisional  Secretaries. 

Divisional  officers  were  appointed  for  East  Carnarvon, 
Norwood,  South  Nottingham,  North-East  Derbyshire,  and 
four  divisions  of  Sheffield.  Mr.  Middleton  is  taking  Mr. 
Eoss  Sergeant's  place  in  the  South  Nottingham  division, 
and  Mr.  Bremridgf  said  that,  without  making  invidious 
distinctions,  he  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  he  had 
frequently  received  from  Mr.  Sergeant. 

Mr.  Newsholme  and  the  President  endorsed  the 
remarks  about  Mr.  Sergeant. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  registered  a  number 
of  apprentices  or  students  during  the  month. 

The  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Resolution. 

The  resolution  urging  the  Council  to  appeal  in  the  Mercer 
case,  which  was  sent  by  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral 
Chemists'  Association  to  local  Associations  throughout  the 
country,  is  still  being  sent  to  the  Council.  Curiously 
enough,  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirrall  Association  have  now, 
as  a  result  of  a  visit  from  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  and  Mr.  Chater, 
passed  a  resolution  expressing  appreciation  and  confidence 
in  the  Council's  work  and  approval  of  the  present  policy. 

Mr.  Young  said  the  resolution  was  both  generous  and 
appreciative,  and  was  an  evidence  of  the  wisdom  of  sending 
Mr.  Chater  to  visit  local  Associations.  He  added  that  the 
meeting  was  not  of  a  stormy  and  violent  character  as  stated 
in  the  Press,  but,  on  the  contrary,  was  singularly  unani- 
mous. Every  little  ripple  on  the  glassy  surface  of  a  placid 
lake  should  not  be  construed  into  a  storm. 

The  Treasurer  :  I  suggest  that  now  Mr.  Young  is  no 
longer  president,  he  might  visit  other  associations.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr.  Young  :  I  might  as  well  have  remained  president. 
(Laughter.) 

The  Grimsby,  Bolton,  and  Great  Yarmouth  Associations 
sent  to  the  Council  the  protesting  resolution  originally  sent 
out  by  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirrall  Association.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Halifax  and  Bournemouth  Associations 
sent  expressions  of  confidence  in  the  Council.  The 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  have  further  considered 
the  Mercer  case  and  regret  that  in  view  of  legal  advice  the 
Council  have  decided  to  make  no  appeal. 

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 

The  Sheffield  branch  of  the  National  Union  of  Assistant 
Pharmacists  sent  a  resolution  protesting  against  registra- 
tion without  examination  of  Army  compounders  or  of 
apothecaries'  assistants,  which  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the 
Law  Committee. 

A  letter  was  written  to  the  Master  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  regarding  the  language  of  Mr.  Upton,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Society,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Assistants'  Association.  A  reply  has  now  been  received 
from  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  that  "  Mr.  Upton  dis- 
claims the  use  of  the  words  attributed  to  him  in  the  pub- 
lished reports," 

Territorial  Pharmacists. 

The  Thames  Valley  Association  forwarded  a  resolution 
urging  the  Council  to  approach  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
War  asking  him  to  grant  the  claims  of  eligible  pharmacists 
to  some  form  of  commission  in  the  Territorial  medical 
units. 

The  President  said  that  some  two  years  ago  the  Council 
organised  a  scheme  and  sent  in  the  names  of  persons  willing 
to  give  their  services,  but  the  War  Office  would  have  nothing 
to  do  with  the  scheme. 


Firm-names. 

The  Exeter  Association  wrote  protesting  against  the  pro- 
ceedings recently  instituted  under  Section  17  against  a 
registered  man  for  improper  labelling.  It  was  suggested 
that  a  warning  should  be  given  in  such  cases. 

Mr.  Newsholme  :  The  case  was  a  warning. 

The  Secretary  :  There  was  also  a  case  in  1901. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  The  letter  had  better  be  sent  to  the  Law- 
Committee  for  consideration. 

Other  Business. 

The  Oxford  Chemists'  Association  expressed  the  opinion 
that  a  travelling  inspector  should  be  appointed  to  see  that 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  are  not  being  evaded,  the  duty  at 
present  incumbent  on  divisional  secretaries  not  being  an 
acceptable  one. 

The  Scotch  Education  Department  conveyed  information 
respecting  the  leaving- certificate  examination  for  1910. 

The  President  said  a  number  of  complimentary  cards 
had  been  received  from  kindred  societies  in  reply  to  a 
season's  greeting  card  he  had  sent  out. 

This  concluded  the  public  business. 

After  our  representative  left,  the  "  Journal  "  and  Publica- 
tions Committee  reported  the  progress  that  has  been  made 
in  the  revision  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  A 
Committee  of  Revision  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Mr. 
C.  T.  Allen,  Mr.  H.  Finnemore,  Mr.  F.  H.  Gamble,  Mr. 
Frank  Goldby,  Mr.  W.  F.  Gulliver,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Harrison. 
Professor  W.  E.  Dixon  is  to  act  as  "  consulting  pharma- 
cologist," Mr.  Edmund  White  as  representative  of  the- 
Council,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  as  Secretary. 

The  report  was  adopted. 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 


LONDON  SECTION. 

A MEETING  of  this  section  took  place  on  January  3  at 
Burlington    House,    Piccadilly,    W.,    Dr.    J.  Lew- 
kowitsch  in  the  chair. 

New  Secretary.- — The  Chairman  announced  that  Mr.. 
J.  H.  Coste  had  been  appointed  Hon.  Secretary  in  place  of 
Mr.  Julian  L.  Baker,  who  had  held  the  appointment  for 
the  last  six  years.  Mr.  Coste  then  read  the  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting. 

The  Late  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond. — The  Chairman  next  re- 
ferred to  the  death  of  Dr.  Mond,  which  took  place  on. 
December  11,  and  said  that  biographies  have  appeared  in, 
the  lay  and  technical  Press  regarding  "  this  marvellous 
man,  who  has  given  so  much  of  his  life  to  scientific  pur- 
suits." Dr.  Lewkowitsch  mentioned  also  the  magnificent 
bequests  that  Dr.  Mond  has  made  to  the  British  nation 
in  acknowledgment  of  the  hospitality  accorded  him  by 
this  country  for  so  many  years.  Continuing,  the  Chair- 
man spoke  of  Mond's  sulphur-recovery  process,  his  soda, 
process,  Mond's  power  gas  and  nickel  process,  the  mere 
mention  of  which  conveys  to  chemists  an  idea  of  the  im- 
mense amount  of  work  it  took  to  perfect  the  methods.  It 
would  be  an  interesting  evening  if  some  expert  technolo- 
gist would  trace  the  progress  of  Dr.  Mond's  wonderful 
discoveries.  Dr.  Lewkowitsch  then  referred  to  Dr. 
Mond's  services  to  the  Society.  It  was  through  Dr.  Mond 
that  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  was  made  a 
National  Society  instead  of  a  Liverpool  Society.  When  it 
was  decided  to  start  a  "  Journal,"  and  the  magnitude  of 
the  undertaking  deterred  the  Council  from  beginning  the 
work,  Dr.  Mond  guaranteed  the  cost  to  the  printer  until 
the  "Journal"  became  self-supporting.  It  was  Dr.  Mond 
who  devised  the  classification  of  subjects  in  the  "Journal," 
which  has  been  adhered  to  ever  since,  although  as  the 
bounds  of  chemical  science  extended  the  classification  has 
had  to  be  added  to.  Through  Dr.  Mond's  foresight  the 
Society  has  become  not  only  national  but  international. 
Started  in  1881  with  290  members,  it  now  has  over  4,000. 
Dr.  Mond  had  been  foreign  secretary  of  the  Society,  except 
during  the  time  he  filled  the  offices  of  president  and  vice- 
president,  and  he  received  the  gold  medal  of  the  Society 
four  years  ago — the  highest  honour  that  can  be  conferred. 
The  success  of  the  recent  International  Congress  of  Ap- 
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plied  Chemistry  was  due  in  a  great  measure  to  Dr.  Mond, 
as  he  enabled  the  London  Committee  to  make  arrange- 
ments on  a  sound  basis.  On  the  motion  of  the  Chairman 
a  resolution  of  condolence  with  Dr.  Mond's  family  was 
carried  unanimously,  the  members  upstanding.  Dr.  E. 
Divers  also  spoke. 

Mineral  and  Chemical  Industries. — Dr.  Lewkowitsch 
then  called  upon  Mr.  Eowley  to  read  a  paper  by  Mr.  G.  T. 
Holloway  on  ' '  The  Relation  between  Mineral  and  Chemical 
Industries."  The  author  was  to  have  read  the  paper  in 
October,  but  an  illness  prevented  him.  He  was  present  at 
the  meeting,  but  still  unable  to  stand  the  strain  of  reading 
the  paper  and  replying  to  the  criticisms.  It  was  on  this 
account  that  Mr.  Rowley  officiated,  and  the  author  promised 
to  reply  in  writing  to  the  points  raised  in  the  discussion. 
The  paper  covered  a  wide  field,  being  chiefly  concerned 
with  the  minerals  of  which  the  earth's  crust  is  composed, 
and  began  with  some  interesting  estimates  by  Clark  and 
Vogt  of  the  relative  prcmortions  of  the  various  minerals  in 
the  earth.  The  minerals  chiefly  occur  as  oxides,  and  after 
attention  had  been  called  to  a  classification  of  igneous  rocks 
the  influence  of  water,  frost,  oxidation,  and  "  weathering  ' 
was  referred  to.  The  chief  effect  of  the  atmosphere  is  due 
to  carbon  dioxide,  which  although  chemically  is  looked 
upon  as  rather  inert,  has  a  powerful  action  on  alkaline 
rocks.  The  effect  was  likened  to  that  of  sodium  carbonate, 
which  converts  the  refractory  silica  into  a  soluble  salt  when 
they  are  heated  together.  Mr.  Holloway  briefly  referred 
to  the  formation  of  fluorspar,  which  may  be  due  to  the 
ascension  of  gaseous  fluorine  from  the  earth's  interior — a 
point  which  afterwards  caused  the  experts  to  advance 
reasons  against  such  a  theory.  The  china  clay  and 
cement  industries  were  mentioned,  and  then  the  lecturer 
rather  startled  his  audience  by  stating  that  the  garnet  is 
quite  a  common  mineral.  He  stated  that  10,000  tons  of 
garnets  are  ground  up  yearly  as  an  abrasive  material,  the 
only  fault  being  that  the  garnets  are  "  off-colour."  Some 
sandstones  are  quite  soft  and  easily  worked  when  freshly 
mined,  but  become  in  a  few  days  very  hard.  This  is  due, 
it  is  considered,  to  the  action  of  quarry  water,  a  silicate 
solution.  Diatomaceous  earths  were  mentioned  and  their 
importance  as  abrasives  and  absorbents.  Building-stones 
were  further  referred  to  in  connection  with  action  of  lime 
in  solution,  the  deposition  of  which  accounts  for  the  for- 
mation of  many  minerals.  Magnesite  and  dolomitised 
limestone  are  probably  similarly  formed.  Enormous 
.  quantities  of  bauxite  (aluminium  silicate)  are  employed  in 
the  manufacture  of  aluminium  metal.  The  by-products  of 
iron  and  steel  manufactures  yield  phosphatic  fertilisers, 
and  the  lecturer  dwelt  for  some  time  on  the  various  ores 
employed  in  iron-smelting.  An  interesting  part  of  the 
lecture  was  that  where  suggestions  for  research  were  made. 
Mr.  Holloway  stated  that  the  "red  river"  which  conveys 
the  slimes  from  the  Cornish  tin-mines  to  the  sea,  would 
probably  yield  many  of  the  rare  metals  (tungsten,  uranium, 
niobium,  molybdenum,  etc.)  if  systematically  treated,  and 
he  suggested  that  some  of  the  metals  required  to  fill  in  the 
gaps  of  the  periodic  tables  may  be  yielded  by  the  "red 
river."  The  colour  of  topazes  may  be  due,  he  suggested,  to 
the  radio-active  elements,  and  then  the  fact  that  over 
200  million  gas-mantles  are  used  annually  pointed  to  the 
need  of  other  sources  of  thorium  than  monazite  sand. 
It  may  even  be  that  the  dream  of  the  alchemist  of  the 
transmutation  of  the  elements  may  not  be  so  far  out.  It  is 
a  curious  fact  that  certain  elements  always  occur  together, 
lead  is  never  free  from  silver,  cadmium  and  zinc  are  always 
associated,  and  antimony  ores  invariably  contain  gold  and 
silver.  The  last  part  of  the  lecture  referred  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  sulphide  minerals  both  in  nature  and 
chemical  industry.  It  is  probable  that  iron  sulphide  oxidis- 
ing to  sulphate,  which  precipitates  gold,  accounts  for  some 
gold  deposits.  Gold-mining  has  led  to  the  production  of 
chemically  pure  potassium  cyanide  at  a  tenth  of  the  price 
charged  a  few  years  ago  and  the  utilisation  of  the  cyanide 
residues  of  the  gasworks.  A  slight  reference  was  made  to 
fcismuth,  the  lecturer  stating  that  thousands  of  tons  are 
•yearly  volatilised  in  the  air  in  copper-smelting. 

The  Discussion  ranged  over  a  very  wide  ground,  Mr. 
How,  Curator  of  the  Jermyn  Street  Museum,  Mr.  Walter 
F.  Reid,  and  Professor  Lewis  being  the  principal  speakers.

Yokohama  Trade. — In  the  course  of  a  British  Consular 
report  on  Yokohama  for  1908,  it  is  stated  that  "  there  was 
little  difference  in  the  import  of  drugs  and  chemicals  during 
1908.  The  usual  troubles  of  excessive  credits,  etc.,  have  been 
in  evidence,  while  other  difficulties  have  also  manifested 
themselves.  The  putting  into  force  of  the  revised  Pharma- 
copoeia was  originally  intended  for  January  1,  1908,  but  the 
difficulties  experienced  by  merchants  from  the  absence  of  any 
foreign  translation  led  to  representations  for  a  delay,  eventu- 
ally resulting  in  a  postponement  till  July  1.  Nevertheless, 
troubles  continued,  the  methods  of  the  laboratory  bureau  in 
examining,  stamping,  certifying,  etc.,  meeting  with  con- 
siderable complaint  from  merchants.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
grounds  for  difference  will  soon  be  removed."  The  value  of 
the  imports  of  drues  and  chemicals  into  Yokohama  was 
694,554/..  ao-ainst  686,840/.  in  1907  and  625,930/.  Of  the  fore- 
going 298,000/.  represented  purchases  of  ammonia  sulphate 
(85  per  cent.  British),  44,846/.  for  soda  nitrate  (from  Chili), 
37,823/.  for  caustic  soda  (mostly  British),  27.226/.  for  soda- 
ash  (mostly  British).  "  Other  drugs,  etc.,"  were  represented  by 
286,660/.

The  Drug-trade  Fifty  Years  Ago, 

as  your  last  week's  contri- 
butor so  pleasantly  reminds  us,  had  its  compensations  when 
compared  with  the  pharmacy  of  to-day.  Perhaps  also  it 
had  its  drawbacks,  but  we  were  more  easily  satisfied  in 
those  days,  and  there  were  not  the  business  rush  and  worry 
that  are  now  the  prevailing  characteristics.  Your  corre- 
spondent speaks  of  prices,  and  mentions  quinine.  I  re- 
member when  it  stood  at  17s.  an  ounce  for  a  brief  period, 
and  I  think  I  have  bought  it  as  low  as  Id.  Once  when 
quinine  dropped,  for  the  last  time  as  it  turned  out,  to  4s., 
which  was  regarded  as  a  very  low  price,  a  chemist  neigh- 
bour who  had  a  hundred  pounds  to  spare  thought  he  would 
"put  it  in  quinine."  He  bought  500  oz.  Quinine  never 
again  touched  4s.,  and  the  last  time  I  saw  my  friend,  shortly 
before  his  death,  he  still  "  held  on,"  and  quinine  was  then 
standing  at  Is.  Another  neighbour  thought  he  would  turn 
an  honest  penny  when  bismuth  dropped  to  8s.  some  fifteen 
or  twenty  years  ago.  He  bought  a  hundredweight,  but 
bismuth  still  fell.  He  parted  with  it  at  6s.,  never  having 
taken  delivery.  Examples  could  be  multiplied,  and  some 
brilliant  returns  quoted  by 
Lucky  Speculators 

— for  speculations  such  purchases  are  when 
indulged  in  by  retailers.  They  can  never  tell  how  the 
markets  are  going,  and  can  only  reason  from  past  experience 
what  may  happen  in  a  future  which  may  not  repeat  what 
has  happened  in  the  past.  New  conditions  are  constantly 
coming  into  play.  Quinine  is  cheap  because  a  constant 
supply  of  the  raw  material  has  been  ensured,  and  it  is  as 
constant  in  quality.  Fifty  years  ago  the  supply  was  un- 
certain, artificially  controlled,  and  the  quality  naturally 
variable.  We  have  now  fairly  complete  knowledge  of  what 
"  bark  "  is,  what  it  can  be  produced  at,  and  how  much  can 
be  used.  It  is  a  competitive  article,  and  any  rise  in  market- 
value  is  bound  to  be  shortlived,  for  the  bark-growers  and 
holders  would  be  the  first  to  try  to  get  advantage  of  the  rise 
by  marketing  bark,  then  down  go  prices,  as  many  investors 
in  quinine  know  by  sad  experience.  Fortunes  are  made 
and  lost  by  speculating  in  produce,  and  the  losses  are  by 
men  who  are  supposed  to  be  in  touch  with  all  the  sources  of 
information  about  what  they  are  buying.  The  retailer 
rarely  is  so  well-informed,  and  the  risk  to  him  is  pro- 
portionate to  the  extent  of  his  ignorance  of  facts  that 
influence  the  future,  therefore  his  chances  of  losing  are 
greater. 

The  Historical  Notes 

culled  last  week  from  "  La  Pharmacie 
Francaise  "  are  exceedingly  interesting,  but  the  French 
writer  falls  into  one  or  two  rather  obvious  errors.  Dias- 
cordium,  we  are  told,  recalls  the  famous  Dioscorides  ;  but 
unless  some  kind  of  pun  is  intended  it  is  difficult  to  see  how 
it  does  this.  Surely  not  because  Dioscorides  mentions 
scordium  among  hundreds  of  other  drugs  '!  The  writer  seems 
to  imply  that  the  name  "  diascordium  "  is  in  some  way 
connected  with  that  of  the  ancient  physician,  though  a 
moment's  thought  must  have  shown  him  that  this  is  not  the 
case.  "  Diascordium  "  is  compounded  of  dia  and  scordion, 
and  means  simply  "made  of  scordium."  It  is  not  a  very 
good  descriptive  title,  seeing  that  the  electuary  contained 
nineteen  other  ingredients,  of  which  opium  was  one,  being 
present  in  the  proportion  of  1  gr.  to  5  dr.  The  idea  that 
Dioscorides  invented  the  preparation— if  this  is  what 


is  meant — is  equally  erroneous,  this  honour  being  due 
to  the  Italian  physician  Hieronymus  Frascatorius,  after 
whom  it  was  originally  named  Confectio  Frascatorii.  A 
second  blunder  in  the  notes  referred  to  is  probably  a  mere 
slip,  but  it  is  a  strange  one.  It  was  with  dittany,  says  the 
writer,  that  Venus  healed  her  son  Anchises  from  the  effects 
of  a  poisoned  arrow.  The  fact  is,  of  course,  that  it  was 
/Eneas,  the  son  of  Venus  and  Anchises,  whom  his  mother 
thus  healed,  as  related  by  Virgil,  "iEneidos,"  xii.,  411-424, 
which  Lonsdale  and  Lee  thus  translate  : 

"  Hereupon  his  mother,  Venus,  distracted  by  her  son's 
unmerited  agony,  plucks  from  Cretan  Ida  a  stalk  of  dittany 
with  downy  leaves  and  feathery  purple  bloom  :  well  known  is 
the  plant  to  the  wild  goats,  when  winged  arrows  chance  to 
fix  deep  in  their  bodies." 

The  passage  is  too  long  to  quote  fully,  but  the  portion  given 
is  interesting  as  referring  to  the  old  belief  that  merely  by 
eating  dittany  the  wounded  animal  could  shake  out  the 
weapon  that  had  hurt  it.  This,  however,  refers  only  to  the 
dittany  of  Crete  (Origanum  Dictamnus),  not  to  our  English 
dittany  or  dittander  (Lepidium  latifolium),  or  to  the  bastard 
dittany  of  the  old  herbalists.  The  peculiar  action  of  artha- 
nita  ointment,  for  which  Baume  is  in  these  notes  cited  as  an 
authority,  was  accepted  as  proved  before  his  day.  Culpeper 
says  :  "  The  stomach  being  anointed  with  it,  it  purgeth  by 
vomit ;  the  belly  anointed  with  it,  it  purgeth  by  stool." 
One  of  the  Most  Useful  Features 

of     the     Chemists'  and 
Druggists'    Diary   of    this   year   is    the   Dictionary  of 
synonyms   and   trade-names,    which,    though  ostensibly 
confined  to  the  most  modern  word6,  and  confessedly  only 
an  instalment,  is  nevertheless  surprisingly  full  within 
its  limits,  and  comprises  a  good  many  words  that  are- 
only  relatively  modern.    Some  of  them,  indeed,  are  not. 
modern  at  all.     "  Jusquiamus,"  for  instance,  is  a  very 
old   form  of    "  hyosciamus,"   formed   by  dropping  the  • 
breathing    (A)    and    changing   the   y   into   its  phonetic 
equivalent  i  or  j.     It  occurs  as  "  iusquiamus "  in  the 
Alphita  glossary  [circ.  1465),  and  appears  to  have  been 
first  used  by  Palladius  in  the  fourth  century  a.d.  There 
are  in  the  Dictionary  a  considerable  number  of  words- 
that  will  probably  be  new,  or  at  least  unfamiliar,  to 
many  readers,  and  it  would  be  amusing  at  a  Christmas 
party  of  pharmacists  (were  such  a  gathering  conceivable); 
to  propose  a  set  of  questions  upon  it.    The  first  might 
be,  "What  is  Pontius  Pilate?"  followed  by  such  items 
as  "Fresh  Liquor"  and  "Pottery  Sulphur."    Some  of 
the  definitions  given  would  not  be  accepted  everywhere 
without  comment  or  addition.    Creosote,  rather  than  01. 
Pici6,  is  usually  meant  when  "Oil  of  Tar"  is  asked  for. 
01.  Picis  being  generally  known  as  "  Spirit  of  Tar  "  ;  and 
"Trooper's  Ointment"  is  much  commoner  than  "Sol- 
dier's Ointment"  as  a  name  for  ung.  hyd.  mit.    "  Ottle  " 
should  be  "  Hottle  "  (see  Halliwell)  ;  Lign.  Santal.  Rub., 
is  in  many  places  given  for  "  Red  Lavender  "  ;  and  in  the? 
North  "Sal  Ammoniac"  means  liq.  ammonioe  as  well  as; 
amnion,  chlor.    Several  local  names  are  not  included  at 
all,  among  them  "mercury''  for  arsenic,  which  is  very 
common  in  Lincolnshire  and  neighbouring  counties ;  and 
"Red  Borax"  for  bol.  armen.     "Oil  of  Amber,"  too, 
for  01.  Succini  is  missing,  and  it  is  curious  that  "  Car- 
rageen "  should  be  left  out  when  "  Cetraria  "  is  in.  The 
utility  of  the  Dictionary  is  not,  however,  seriously  affected 
by  a  few  such  omissions  as  these ;  nor  must  it  be  sup- 
posed that  the  bulk  of  it  consists  of  such  comparatively 
trifling  items  as  have  been  referred  to.    It  consists  mainly 
of  scientific  synonyms,  as  a  ready  guide  to  which  it  will 
be  of  great  value  to  every  pharmacist  whose  memory  is 
not  encyclopaedic,  and  whose  time  is  of  importance. 
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Standardisation  of  Coal  Tar 
Disinfectants. 


THE  "  Lancet  "  Commissioners  have  shown  that,  by  their 
test,  "  Sanitas  Bactox "  ranks  equally  with  one  other 
preparation  as  the  highest  in  germicidal  power  of  the 
homogeneous  group,  and  takes  first  place  alone,  when  the 
cost  is  compared  on  a  basis  of  efficiency.

Editorial  Articles. 


Pills. 

Are  Britishers  peculiar  in  their  love  for  pills  ?  The 
British  Pharmacopoeia  contains  formula?  for  twenty,  the 
French  Codex  fifteen,  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia 
fourteen,  and  the  German  four  only.  The  "Codex" 
published  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  contains  sixty- 
eight,  Squire's  "Companion"  about  a  hundred,  and 
Martindale's  "Extra  Pharmacopoeia"  a  few  more,  these 
three  embracing  official  formulae,  while  "Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  ' '  contains  about  180,  none  of  them  being  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  Remington's  "Pharmacy"  con- 
tains not  quite  a  hundred.  The  paucity  of  official  pills  in 
Germany  is  not  a  measure  of  their  use,  for  "  Hager  "  and 
other  German  commentaries  rival  the  British  in  number, 
the  Supplement  to  "Hager"  alone  containing  between 
sixty  and  seventy  formula?.  There  is  no  other  class  of 
galenical  so  numerically  strong  as  the  pill  in  our  country, 
and,  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge,  no  people  are  so 
addicted  to  pill-taking  as  are  Anglo-Saxons — American  and 
British.  Twenty  years  ago,  when  postcard  competitions 
were  in  vogue,  we  asked  our  subscribers  to  estimate  how 
many  pills  are  swallowed  in  the  British  Isles  daily,  the 
estimates  being  based  on  sales  in  10,000  pharmacies.  The 
average  came  out  at  5,6'43,961  daily.  Seven  years  later  an 
evening  contemporary  estimated  the  consumption  of  pro- 
prietary pills  at  20,000,000  a  week,  and  of  others  the  same, 
giving  one  pill  per  week  to  every  man,  woman,  and  child 
m  the  United  Kingdom.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
eighteenth  century  the  pill  was  not  a  favourite  form  for 
administering  medicine ;  there  is  a  tradition  that  apothe- 
caries were  wont  to  prescribe  for  household  servants  free 
of  charge,  and  it  was  pills  they  gave,  draughts  and  other 
more  expensive  forms  of  medicine  being  reserved  for  "the 
families  of  the  nobility  and  gentry."  At  that  time  the 
pill  was  ancient;  who  originated  it  we  cannot  tell,  and 
famous  and  popular  medicines  included  many  pills,  but 
they  were  by  no  means  leaders.  Thus  out  of  the  550  medi- 
cines scheduled  in  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1812,  the  pills 
numbered  eighty-nine,  and  few  of  them  were  most  popular 
medicines.  To-day  the  leading  proprietary  medicine  is  a 
"patent"  pill,  and  among  the  dozen  most  popular  pro- 
prietaries five  or  six  are  pills.  Nevertheless,  the  estimate 
of  1897  that  half  the  pills  consumed  are  proprietary 
probably  does  not  hold  now ;  the  consumption  of 
"patents"  has  no  doubt  increased,  about  42,000,000 
stamped  packets  of  all  kinds  having  been  sold  in  1907-8, 
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and  if  half  of  these  were  pills  containing  on  the  average 
fifty  in  a  packet,  the  weekly  consumption  is  less  than 
20,000,000.  During  the  past  dozen  years  the  consumption 
of  the  "private"  pill  and  the  household  pill  has  greatly 
increased,  and  their  nature  and  number  can  no  longer  be 
judged  according  to  Pharmacopoeias  and  formularies,  but 
by  pill-manufacturers'  price-lists.  It  is  one  of  these  which 
we  have  received  this  week  from  the  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.,  that  has  given  rise  to  these  observations.  It  con- 
tains 1,938  formulas  for  pills  used  for  human  ailments  ! 
This,  we  should  think,  is  a  record.  It  combines  official 
and  well-recognised  unofficial  formulas,  as  well  as  private 
formulae  and  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies 
given  in  pill  form.  The  number  may  be  regarded  as  not 
far  short  of  all  the  stock  pills  that  are  really  taken  by  the 
British  public,  but  if  we  add  25  per  cent,  we  get  the  round 
figure  of  2,500  to  represent  the  kinds  in  demand  in  dif- 
ferent places  daily,  or  at  different  seasons  of  the  year. 
Yet  pills  are  but  one  form  of  medication — tablets, 
powders,  and  lozenges,  among  solids,  follow  them  closely, 
and  there  is  a  host  of  liquid  galenicals.  All  put  together 
must  surely  give  every  man,  woman,  and  child  a  dose  of 
medicine  every  day  of  the  year.  This  is  going  on  year 
in  and  year  out,  and  represents  such  a  mass  of  custom  to 
the  chemist  that  it  seems  the  height  of  folly  to  question 
the  future  of  retail  pharmacy. 


Java  Cinchona. 

In  our  issue  of  December  25  (p.  965)  we  gave  an  account 
of  the  proceedings  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Preanger 
Cinchona  Bond,  at  which  it  was  decided  to  issue  a 
■circular  to  cinchona-planters  in  Java,  calling  attention  to 
the  present  position  of  the  proposed  Cinchona  Syndicate 
and  the  inimical  attitude  of  the  Bandong  Quinine  Factory 
thereto.  According  to  the  current  number  of  the  "Java- 
Bode,"  this  circular  has  now  been  ksued.  It  reviews  the 
recent  history  of  the  cinchona-market,  pointing  out  that, 
owing  to  over-production,  the  price  of  bark  has  fallen 
steadily  for  many  years.  This  fall  in  price  was  continuous 
until  the  opening  of  the  Bandong  factory,  which  at  first 
worked  in  opposition  to  European  and  American  quinine- 
makers,  and  bought  bark  from  planters  at  a  fixed  and 
remunerative  price.  In  recent  years,  however,  the 
directors  of  the  factory  have  found  that,  owing  to  the 
low  price  of  bark  and  the  great  popularity  of  their  quinine 
tablets  in  the  East,  they  are  in  a  position  to  make  huge 
profits,  and  they  have  disregarded  the  interests  of  planters 
more  and  more,  and  this  attitude  has  finally  culminated  in 
their  refusal  to  join  the  proposed  syndicate,  which  has 
for  its  main  object  the  maintenance  of  a  minimum  price 
of  six  cents  per  unit  for  bark.  The  Bond  proposes  that,  if 
this  attitude  is  persisted  in  by  the  Bandong  factory, 
planters  should  refuse  to  sell  bark  to  it,  and  that,  if  neces- 
sary, they  should  start  a  new  factory  of  their  own  in 
Java.  It  now  appears  that  since  this  circular  was  issued 
to  planters,  Heer  van  Leersum,  the  director  of  the  Govern- 
ment cinchona-plantations  in  Java,  has  received  a  letter 
from  the  factory  directors.  The  contents  of  this  letter  he 
'has  refused  to  make  public,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  an 
official  document;  but  it  is  believed  that  the  letter  in- 
dicates that  the  directors  are  more  favourably  disposed 
towards  the  proposed  syndicate  than  has  been  generally 
supposed.  The  possibility  of  raising  the  price  of  bark  by 
joint  action  is  not  the  only  problem  agitating  planters  in 
Java.  We  referred  briefly  in  our  issues  of  October  16 
(p.  625)  and  November  13  (p.  751)  to  the  lack  of  uni- 
formity in  results  obtained  by  well-known  bark-analysts, 


and  this  matter  is  discussed  by  Heer  van  Riemsdijk  in  a 
letter  published  in  "  De  Indische  Mercuur  "  of  Decem- 
ber 21  last.  In  the  course  of  this  he  gives  data  showing 
how  important  this  question  is  from  a  planter's  point  of 
view.  Recently  he  consigned  a  parcel  of  10,000  kilos,  of 
bark  to  the  Bandong  factory.  Samples  of  this  bark  were 
analysed  by  van  Ketel,  who  returned  8.54  per  cent, 
quinine.  A  control  analysis  by  Moens  and  van  der  Sleen 
showed  9.84  per  cent,  quinine.  The  factory  analysis 
gave  only  8.09  per  cent,  of  alkaloid,  while  van  Leersum, 
who  was  called  in  to  arbitrate,  found  8.1  per  cent.  In  a 
second  similar  parcel  van  Ketel  found  9.50  per  cent., 
Moens  and  van  der  Sleen  returned  9.81  per  cent.,  while  the 
factory  and  van  Leersum  reported  8.71  per  cent.  Heer 
van  Riemedijk  produces  each  year  about  360,000  kilos,  of 
bark,  and  he  calculates  that  if  van  Ketel's  figures  are 
correct  he  loses  about  18,000  florins  annually,  while  if 
Moens  and  van  der  Sleen's  results  are  taken  his  loss  is 
about  39,600  florins.  Commenting  on  van  Gorkom's  state- 
ment that  no  analyses  of  cinchona  are  published  in  the 
London  market,  Heer  van  Riemsdijk  states  that  British 
quinine-makers  buy  bark  on  their  own  analyses,  but  these 
appear  to  be  satisfactory  to  brokers  and  planters,  since 
no  complaints  appear  to  be  made.  Van  Gorkom,  referring 
to  this  letter  in  the  same  journal,  says  he  is  in  agreement 
with  Heer  van  Riemsdijk  on  the  main  question  of  the 
need  for  a  standard  method  of  analysis,  but  doubts  if 
this  will  be  arrived  at  by  the  method  of  offering  a  prize, 
which  is  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Preanger  Cinchona  Bond 
on  Heer  van  Riemsdijk's  suggestions ;  and  adds  that  it 
would  be  interesting  to  hear  what  the  private  analysts  to 
whom  Heer  van  Riemsdijk  sent  samples  of  his  barks  have 
to  say  on  the  general  question  of  methods  of  analysis. 


Company  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  Warnford  Davis,  Chairman  of  Parke'6  Drug-stores, 
Ltd.,  speaking  to  the  shareholders  at  the  annual  meeting  last 
week,  made  rather  a  significant  statement  regarding  the 
competition  which  the  company  feels  that  is  brought  to 
bear  against  it  by  another  company.  No  names  were  men- 
tioned, but  the  close  proximity  in  parts  of  suburban  London 
of  Boots'  shops  with  Parke's  Stores  supplies  a  coincidence 
which  is  more  than  interesting  in  view  of  Mr.  Warnford 
Davis's  remarks,  which  were  as  follows  : 

"  I  have  before  now  on  several  occasions  called  your  atten- 
tion to  what  I  can  only  describe  as  the  intensely  selfish  policy 
of  some  of  our  opponents  in  business,  who,  no  matter  where 
we  may  go  to  open  a  branch,  come  and  sit  as  close  to  us  as 
they  can.  and  whereas  we  never  have  the  advantage  of  seeing 
their  figures,  we  are  practically  certain  that  we  both  lose. 
What  can  we  do  ?  We  cannot  go  to  those  opponents  and  say 
they  must  not  do  such  a  thing;  they  are  well  within  their 
rights  in  doing  so,  and  all  that  we  can  do  is  to  grin  and  bear 
it,  and  fight  against  the  opposition  as  well  as  we  know  how. 
Beyond  that  we  cannot  do  anything.  During  the  last  few 
years  there  has  been  a  terrific  amount  of  this  sort  of  thing 
going  on,  and  the  net  result  of  it  is  that  in  their  anxiety  to 
get  trade  they  cut  down  their  prices  to  a  ludicrous  extent. 
Very  often  in  those  places  the  manager  of  the  shop  is  his  own 
master,  whereas  with  Parke's  we  have  not  only  to  pay  a 
manager,  who  must  bo  the  best  man  we  can  get — and  he  is 
not  an  inexpensive  luxury — but  all  the  assistants_as  well.  The 
public  do  not  thank  people  for  what  I  can  only  describe  as  an 
insane  cutting  down  of  prices." 

To  the  individual  chemist  such  utterances  are  naturally 
of  great  significance.  The  pharmacist  who  works  for  him- 
self, with  his  own  brains  and  in  personal  relations  with  his 
customers,  who  have  respect  for  his  abilities  and  confidence 
in  his  medicines,  stands  to  win  in  the  end,  but  he  is  subject 
to  the  influence  of  "  insane  cutting  of  prices"  which  com- 
panies exercise  the  one  with  the  other.  In  the  meantime 
companies  are  suffering  just  as  much  as  individual  chemists. 
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We  have  before  us  the  published  figures  for  five  of  the 
leading  companies,  and  we  tabulate  three  of  these  to  shcv? 
how  the  profits  have  fluctuated  during  the  past  decade  :

Taylors'  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  showed  433?.  loss  in  1906,  a  net 
profit  of  9,855?.  in  1907,  6,806?.  in  1908,  and  1,834?.  for  nine 
months  of  1909.  Kelly's  Directory  for  1908  shows  that  this 
company  had  then  seventy-eight  shops,  so  that  the  average 
profit  per  shop  in  that  year  was  86Z. ,  and  last  year  it  would  be 
31?.  Messrs.  Henry  Hodder  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  showed  3,385?.  net 
profits  in  1902,  3,123?.  in  1906,  3,137?.  in  1907,  2,257?.  in  1908, 
and  2,217?.  in  1909.  These  figures  also  show  steady  diminu- 
tion of  profits.  The  most  obvious  moral  deducible  from  the 
facts  is  that  the  country  is  overstocked  with  public  com- 
panies carrying  on  business  as  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
any  similar  ventures  offered  to  the  public  would  have,  in 
view  of  the  general  diminution  of  profits,  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty of  flotation.  The  tabulated  figures  show  that  a 
Parke's  shop  is  worth  2,190?.  on  the  average,  and  yielded 
4.3  per  cent,  last  year;  a  Boots'  shop  is  worth  2,750?.,  and 
yielded  8  per  cent. ;  and  a  Lewis  &  Burrows'  shop  3,336?., 
and  yielded  1.8  per  cent.  These  results  indicate  that  com- 
pany pharmacy  is  financially  not  so  profitable  as  personal 
pharmacy,  for  the  pharmacist  who  can  command  2,000?.  of 
capital  for  his  business  has,  as  a  rule,  little  difficulty  in 
making  5  per  cent,  on  his  capital,  and  from  200?.  upwards 
for  his  own  services  in  directing  the  business. 

Prescriptions  and  Patients. 

This  is  the  title  of  some  correspondence  which  has 
appeared  in  the  "Daily  Mirror"  this  week,  and  which  arose 
through  "A  Sufferer"  complaining  that  he  got  a  prescrip- 
tion incorrectly  dispensed  at  a  chemist's  shop.  He 
strongly  animadverted  on  chemists  as  a  body,  and  to  this 
there  has  been  a  varied  response.  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge 
was  among  the  writers,  and  he  said  : — 

"  I  notice  a  letter  suggesting  that  there  is  no  remedy  to 
prevent  'dishonest  chemists'  omitting  ingredients  in  making 
up  prescriptions.  I  am  not  concerned  with  the  ethics  of  the 
case,  as  it  is  too  well  known  that  no  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  could  be  found  to  come  within  the  terms  of 
your  correspondent's  complaint.  All  I  want  to  point  out  is 
(a)  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  prejudice  suffered  by  the 
public  is  inflicted  by  persons  who  are  not  chemists;  (5)  that 
every  member  of  the  public  has  a  remedy  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  or  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act.  I  may 
say,  in  conclusion,  that  if  '  A  Sufferer '  has  been  misled  into 
having  prescriptions  made  up  by  a  person  not  technically 
qualified  to  do  the  work,  I  shall  be  glad,  on  having  the 
matter  reported  to  me,  to  make  investigations  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  whether  any  infringements  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  have  been  committed  by  the  vendor." 

A  Westcliff-on-Sea  correspondent  demurs  to  a  state- 
ment that  "chemists  have  the  reputation  of  being  the 
most  conscientious  traders  existing."  He  says  that  "in 
many  instances  he  has  had  occasion  to  challenge  the 
genuineness  of  the  medicine  which  he  gave  prescriptions 
for."    In  this  connection  we  have  received  several  com- 


munications regarding  the  sad  fatality  in  South-West 
London,  due  to  a  medical  practitioner  accidentally  dis- 
pensing solution  of  strychnine  for  chloroform  water.  It 
is  a  good  argument,  say  our  correspondents,  that  dis- 
pensing should  not  be  done  by  doctors  ;  but  surely  there  is- 
room  here  for  the  charitable  reflection  that  the  mistake  is- 
one  embraced  by  the  adage,  "It  is  human  to  err."  We- 
want  dispensing  to  be  done  by  pharmacists  because  it  is 
best  for  prescribers  and  patients,  and  because  where  it  is- 
done  in  well-equipped  pharmacies  there  exist  all  sorts  of 
precautions  for  the  prevention  of  human  error.  The  jury 
in  the  case  referred  to  asked  the  coroner  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  Home  Office  the  facts  of  the  case  in  order 
that  legislation  providing  for  the  use  of  a  distinctive  form- 
of  bottle  for  poison  might  be  brought  about.  This  is  more- 
to  the  point.  Such  regulations  are  provided  under  the- 
Pharmacy  Acts  for  persons  and  companies  who  carry  ora 
the  business  of  chemist  and  druggist  who  cannot  keep- 
strychnine  solution  under  the  conditions  that  are  legal  for 
doctors,  who  are  by  law  exempt  from  these  reasonable- 
error-preventing  regulations.  There  is  every  reason  why 
the  law  should  be  extended  to  all  places  where  poisons- 
are  dispensed. 

Apothecaries'  Society's  Bill. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Upton,  clerk  to  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  for  a  copy  of  the  private  Bill  which  the 
Society  is  promoting  in  Parliament  next  session.  Broadly, 
the  purpose  of  the  measure  is  to  amend  the  Apothecaries- 
Acts  so  as  to  empower  the  Society  to  grant  diplomas- 
in  sanitary  science,  public  health,  State  medicine, 
school  hygiene,  or  tropical  medicine,  and  in  dentistry 
or  dental  surgery,  and  to  admit  women  to  the 
examinations  for  the  diplomas  provided  in  the  Bill. 
In  a  lengthy  memorandum  prefacing  the  Bill  it  is- 
pointed  out  that  owing  to  the  Society  not  being  men- 
tioned, in  section  21  of  the  Medical  Act,  1886,  and  its- 
Charter  and  Acts  not  giving  authority,  the  Society  cannot 
grant  diplomas  in  sanitary  science,  and  the  General  Medi  - 
cal Council  cannot  register  them.  The  third  of  the  four- 
teen clauses  in  the  Bill  is  to  provide  the  nececsary  power,, 
clause  4  giving  the  power  for  appointment  of  examiners,, 
who  will  constitute  the  "  Board  of  Examiners  in  Sanitary 
Science  and  Public  Health  of  the  Society  of  Apothe- 
caries." The  fifth  clause  empowers  the  General  Medical! 
Council  to  register  the  diplomas  granted  by  that  Board. 
Clauses  6  to  9  deal  with  the  power  to  grant  diplomas  in 
dentistry  and  authorise  the  Society  to  appoint  a  Board 
of  Examiners  in  Dentistry  and  Dental  Surgery,  whose  cer- 
tificates will  entitle  the  holders  to  registration  under  the- 
Dentists  Act.  Clause  13  proposes  to  admit  women  to  the 
examinations  mentioned  in  the  measure,  and  to  receive- 
the  diplomas  or  certificates.  There  is  nothing  in  the  BilB 
which  directly  affects  pharmacy. 

Prescription-writing. 

A  contributor  to  the  "World's  Work"  relates  how  he 
obtained  a  prescription  from  his  medical  attendant  which 
was  written  "  in  two  Latin  words  unintelligible  to  the  lay- 
man." When  the  druggist  was  dispensing  it  the  patient 
noticed  that  it  was  labelled  (apparently  a  proprietary 
article),  and  the  druggist  was  to  charge  2s.  6<?.  for  the- 
amount  ordered  in  the  prescription,  but  after  conversation 
with  the  customer  gave  him  the  whole  bottleful  for  4s.  The 
next  time  the  patient  saw  the  doctor  he  told  him  what  he  had' 
done  : 

"  You  were  very  right,"  said  the  doctor.  "  Did  I  prescribe 
the  thing  in  this  way?    It  was  the  force  of  habit." 

"  Don't  you  think  that  an  intelligent  layman  might  be 
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trusted  with  some  knowledge  of  what  goes  up  his  nose  or 
down  his  throat  ?  " 

"  The  whole  system,"  he  replied,  "  is  foolish  and  out  of  date 
— of  course,  of  course." 

The  "World's  Work  "  observes  that  "  this  law  is  out  of  date. 
The  result  is — in  the  case  of  botany — that  knowledge  of  it  is 
immensely  more  difficult  to  disseminate;  and,  in  the  law  and 
particularly  in  medicine,  a  vast  amount  of  ignorance  is  per- 
petuated, quackery  is  encouraged,  and  a  lot  of  humbug  kept 
going — a  vast  lot  of  it." 

These  remarks  strike  us  as  arrant  nonsense  both  as  to  fact 
and  comment ;  but  the  more  important  matter  is  the  remark 
attributed  to  the  doctor.  He  is  one  of  a  class  which  is  averse 
to  self -prescribing,  and  nothing  done  by  doctors  has  contri- 
buted so  much  to  this  as  giving  prescriptions  the  nature  of 
which  is  apparent  to  patients,  who  accordingly  become 
buyers  of  the  articles  without  presenting  the  prescriptions. 
The  use  of  Latin  in  prescriptions  requires  no  defence  ;  many 
generations  of  service  have  proved  its  advantages. 

"On  Substitution." 

"A.  K.  S."  writes  under  this  title  in  the  "Weekly 
Dispatch  "  of  January  2,  half-a-dozen  paragraphs  of  the 
usual  style  which  come  to  the  surface  now  and  then,  but 
be  begins  with  an  unusual  question,  viz.  : 

"  Do  you  object  to  your  chemist  offering  you  some  prepara- 
tion of  his  own  when  you  ask  for  something  for  a  cold,  a  pain, 
or  disorder  of  any  kind,  rather  than  something  you  are 
itamiliar  with  through  the  agency  of  public  advertisement? 
You  should.  The  chemist's  preparation  may  be  '  just  as 
■good,'  but  you  are  justified  in  being  doubtful." 
It  looks  as  if  "A.  K.  S."  had  sub-edited  his  "copy" 
badly,  for  there  is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  the  chemist 
should  not  give  his  own  preparation  when  he  is  asked  for 
something  for  a  cold.  That  is  a  common  every-day  re- 
quest which  is  usually  complied  with,  and  we  have  heard 
of  chemists  who  have  been  good  enough  in  such  circum- 
stances to  give  a  proprietary  article,  not  their  own. 
"A.  K.  S.'s  "  advice  to  all  and  sundry  is  : 

"What  I  want  you  to  do  is  to  set  yourself  against  chemists 
who  continually  offer  you  substitutes  for  that  which  you  ask 
!tor  by  name.  Say  to  them  plainly,  '  If  you  persist  in  your 
practice  I  shall  go  elsewhere.'  If  you  are  compelled  to  go 
elsewhere  say  to  the  new  chemist  why  you  left  your  old  one. 
Get  from  him  a  pledge  that  he  will  serve  you  as  you  wish  to 
be  served,  and  keep  him  to  his  word." 

The  writer  goes  on  to  speak  about  a  proprietary  overcoat, 
and  things  that  are  not  advertised  in  the  "  Weekly 
Dispatch."  Why  these  should  come  under  substitution  we 
■cannot  tell,  but  "A.  K.  S."  need  not  worry  about  chemists 
and  substitution ;  as  a  body  they  are  honourable  men,  who 
give  the  public  what  they  want.  It  is  the  flagrant  and 
isolated  infractions  of  this  rule  which  should  be  exposed, 
and  these  should  not  be  written  up  to  reflect  upon  the  class. 

Spurious  Apomorphine  Hydrochloride.—  With  refer- 
ence to  Dr.  Frerichs'  observation  on  the  occurrence  in  the 
German  market  of  apomorphine  hydrochloride,  which,  he  says, 
is  a  tri-morphine  salt  (see  C.  &  D.  supplement,  December  25, 
1909,  p.  88),  Drs.  Harnack  and  Hildebrandt,  of  the  Halle 
Pharmacological  Institute,  write  to  the  "  Pharm.  Zeit.,"  1910 
p.  6,  saying  that  the  spurious  apomorphine  hydrochloride  is 
a  mixture  of  apomorphine  with  a  secondary  base,  which  they 
consider  to  be  trimorphine,  the  action  of  the  preparation  not 
being  emetic,  but  rather  of  the  nature  of  morphine  and 
calculated  within  certain  limits  to  suspend  the  action  of  the 
apomorphine.  The  authors  agree  with  Frerichs  as  to  the 
necessity  for  more  exact  tests  for  apomorphine  in  the  pharma- 
copoeia, and  consider  the  one  given  by  him  to  be  good  as  a 
test  of  purity,  but  they  criticise  his  observations  regarding 
■crystallisation  of  the  salicylate.  'They  state  that  failure  to 
crystallise  is  in  the  case  of  the  "  spurious  "  salt  due  to  the 
presence  of  trimorphine.  Experimental  data  are  adduced  in 
proof  of  this.  It  is  also  shown  that  one  of  the  "  spurious  " 
salts  referred  to  by  Dr.  Frerichs  consisted  of  6  parts  of  tri- 
morphine and  1.5  part  of  apomorphine.  They  are  inclined  to 
-r-he  belief  that  this  is  not  a  mixture,  but  a  double  salt  of  tho 
■composition  (C,,H,!,N03.HC1)„CI,H,,N0JIC1,  which  indi- 
cates 24  per  cent,  of  apomorphine  hydrochloride.  It  is  further 
pointed  out  that  the  formula  is  that  of  an  apotetramorphine, 
and  in  nature  similar  to  the  products  of  Matthieson  and 
Wright  and  Wright  and  Mayer  (1872). 


Reviews. 

A  Text  Book  of  Materia  Medica,  being  an  Account  of  the 
more   Important   Drugs   of    Vegetable   and  Animal 
Origin.    Designed  for  Students   of   Pharmacy  and 
Medicine.     By  Henry  G.  Greenish,  F.I.C.,  F.L.S. 
9|  x  6  in.    Pp.  640,  with  269  illustrations.  Second 
Edition,    lbs.  net.    (London  :  J.  &  A.  Churchill.) 
The   alteration   in    title   from    "An   Introduction  to 
Materia  Medica"  indicates  the  extension  of  the  scope  of 
the  original  work.    The  subject-matter  of  the  book  is 
essentially  the  same,  but  new  features,  alterations,  and 
additions  account  for  the  increase  of  130  pages.    Of  the 
first-named,  the  chapter  on  the  history  and  commerce  of 
drugs  is  an  interesting  outline,  including  also  the  routes 
by  which  drugs  arrive,  the  forms  of  the  original  packages, 
and  the  London  drug-auctions.    It  forms  an  adjunct  com- 
pleting and   co-ordinating  the  details  given  under  the 
monograph  for  each  drug.    The  common-sense  arrange- 
ment in  sections  (of  which  there  are  twenty — viz.,  leaves, 
flowers,  fruits,  etc.)  is  adhered  to.    Each  of  the  243  drug 
descriptions  is  complete  in  itself,  the  biological  origin  and 
geographical  source  being  followed  by  a  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  drug,  its  constituents,  microscopical  characters, 
assay,  varieties,  substitutes,  and  uses.    The  whole  forms  a 
lucid  account  which  is  free  from  redundancy  and  suffi- 
ciently succinct,  without  being  a  dry  statement  of  facts,  to 
maintain  an  absorbing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  student. 
A  prominent  feature  is  the  isolation  of  the  principal  diag- 
nostic characters  in  a  manner  which  the  reader  can  retain 
as  memory  "  tags  "  on  which  to  hang  the  fuller  characters 
and  comparisons  of  the  drugs.    The  numerous  illustrations 
will  aid  in  forming  these  mind-pictures,  the  additions  aptly 
filling  in  some  of  the  gaps,  such  as  rhubarb,  capsicums,  and 
cardamoms,  in  the  first  edition.      The  collation  of  the 
general  characters  at  the  head  of  each  section  is  another 
innovation  which  will  serve  the  student  as  a  guide  to  the 
main  outlines  of  classification  and  the  geneial  characters 
to  be  sought  for  and  compared.    The  introduction  of  assay 
processes  and  microscopical  characters  appears  to  be  out- 
side the  scope  of  such  a  work,  but  as  regards  the  former, 
their  inclusion  is  an  advantage  to  the  advanced  student, 
who  would  otherwise  have  to  search  a  wide  field  to  cover 
this  desirable  information ;  also,  although  microscopical 
characters  require  a  work  to  themselves,  a  short  rtsume  of 
the  important  ones  is  undoubtedly  in  place    and  often 
essential,  as  an  appendage  to  the  detailed  description,  as 
in  the  case  of   Atropa  Belladonna,  and  its  substitute, 
Phytolacca  decandra.    The  numerous  intercalations  and 
additions  to  the  subject-matter  show  careful  revision,  even 
including  the  recent  work  on  Japanese  aconite.  However, 
the  results  of  Power's  and  Rogerson's  investigations  on 
the  chemistry  of  jalap  resin  are  omitted,  possibly  being  too 
late  for  inclusion.    A  few  deficiencies  are  still  evident. 
The  monograph  on  eucalyptus -leaves  (p.  49)  is  too  meagre. 
The  leaves  of  Eucalyptus  globulus  are  not  official,  only  the 
oil  which  further  may  be  distilled  from  the  leaves  of  other 
species  of  Eucalyptus.      Also  the  greater  part  of  the 
eucalyptus  oil  of  commerce  is  not  derived  from  Eucalyptus 
globulus,  while  the  error  that  the  leaves  of  this  species 
contain  3  to  5  per  cent,  of  essential  oil  (instead  of  less 
than  1  per  cent.)  is  perpetuated.      Veronese  orris-root 
(p.  438)  is  wild,  not  cultivated.    Croton  seeds  (p.  213)  are 
practically  entirely  shipped  from  Ceylon.      The  official 
grey  "Jamaica"  sarsaparilla  (p.  441 !  is  exported  from 
Bocas  del  Toro,  and  is  transhipped  chiefly  from  Hamburg 
and  also  at  Havre,  and  does  not  come  to  England  in 
quantity  via  New  York       We  suggest  that  in  the  next 
edition  oils  (essential  and  fixed)  should  be  more  fully 
treated.    The  book  will  un  loubtedly  retain  and  improve 
upon  the  position  which  the  first  edition  rapidly  acquired 
in  the  British  Empire  as  a  standard  work  for  pharmaceutical 
students. 

The  Otago  University  Medical  and  Dental  School 
Hospitals  Pharmacopoeia.  Compiled  by  Alex.  R. 
Falconer,  B.A.,  B.Sc,  M.B.,  etc.,  and  H.  Percy 
Pickerill,  M.B.,  L.D.S.  5  x  3|  in.  90  pp.  (Dune- 
din,  N.Z.,  1909.) 
Sixty-two  pages  of  this  useful  compilation  are  devoted 

to  formula; — general,  for  children,  and  dental.    The  rest 
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consists  of  thi'ee  appendices,  in  which  measures  and  weights, 
temperatures,  foods,  baths,  hygiene,  and  allied  subjects 
are  treated.  The  booklet  is  compiled  from  various  sources, 
and  presents  few  features  which  pharmacists  would  con- 
sider novel,  but  some  of  the  formula?  deserve  quotation  : —

The  Acts 
and  Regulations  are  fully  treated,  all  the  Board  of  Trade 
information  being  presented  in  an  orderly  and  concise 
manner.  The  last  ninety  pages  consist  of  writing-paper  for 
use  as  a  pocket  diary  and  memorandum  book.  The  book  is 
bound  in  limp  leather,  with  gilt  edges,  and  is  a  credit  to 
the  compiler  and  publisher.]

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Parliamentary  Candidates. 

THE  third  Parliament  of  King  Edward  VII.  will  be 
dissolved  on  January  10,  and  on  the  same  day  will 
be  issued  the  writs  for  a  General  Election  of  members  of 
the  House  of  Commons.  The  earliest  date  on  which  the 
elections  can  take  place  is  January  15.  In  looking  through 
the  lists  of  candidates  we  find  the  names  of  many  who 
are  known  to  the  drug-trade,  there  being  two  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists,  two  chemists  and  druggists,  several  chemical- 
manufacturers  and  a  number  of  medical  men  who  aspire  to 
Parliamentary  honours.  Among  the  names  we  miss 
several  who  have  rendered  services  to  pharmacists  in  the 
last  Parliament,  such  as  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  who 
sits  for  Flint  Boroughs,  Mr.  H.  Y.  Stanger,  K.C., 
and  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke,  all  of  whom  helped 
during  the  momentous  times  when  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act  was  in  the  making.  Sir  John  Brunner,  the 
well-known  chemical-manufacturer,  is  retiring  from  Par- 
liamentary life,  but  his  son,  Mr.  J.  F.  L.  Brunner,  will 
probably  succeed  him  as  member  for  the  North wich 
Division  of  Cheshire.  Sir  Robert  Pullar,  who  represented 
Perth  City,  is  not  again  contesting  a  seat  (he  is  the  well- 
known  dyer),  and  Sir  James  Duckworth,  a  director  of 
Boots,  Ltd.,  who  sat  for  Stockport,  is  also  retiring.  The 
following  are  brief  notes  about  those  candidates  whose 
careers  are  interesting  to  our  readers  : 

Mr.  Christopher  Addison,  who  is  Liberal  candidate 
for  the  Hoxton  Division  of  Shoreditch,  is  Lecturer  on 
Anatomy  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  Examiner  in 
Anatomy  for  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  and  London, 
and  has  published  many  works  on  anatomical  subjects. 
He  is  M.D.,  B.S.(Lond.),  and  F.R.C.S.  (England),  and 
lives  at  Northvvood,  Middlesex. 

Mr.  J.  Allen  Baker,  who  represents  East  Finsbury 
in  the  present  Parliament  as  a  Liberal,  is  chairman  of 
Joseph  Baker  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  engineers,  Willesden,  who  are 
makers  of  pharmaceutical  machinery  for  grinding,  sifting, 
mixing,  and  emulsifying.  He  is  standing  again  for  the 
same  constituency.  Mr.  Baker  was  born  in  Canada,  and 
lives  at  Donnington,  Harlesden,  N.W. 

Sir  Thomas  Barclay,  Liberal  candidate  for  Blackburn, 
is  not  the  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  of  Birmingham  who  is 
uppermost  in  the  minds  of  pharmacists,  but  the  inter- 
national lawyer  who  has  done  so  much  to  promote  the 
Entente  Cordiale  with  France.  He  is  an  authority  on 
commercial  law,  and  in  1899-1900  was  President  of  the 
Biitish  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Paris.  He  was  knighted 
in  1904. 

Sir  William  James  Baxter,  Liberal  candidate  for  An- 
trim (North),  is  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Ireland. 
He  was  born  at  Tatty- 
keel,  Cookstown,  co. 
Tyrone,  and  educated  at 
Ballymena  Academy  and 
Carmichael  College, 
Dublin.  At  the  last- 
named  college  he  gained 
the  highest  marks  in 
materia  medica  and 
chemistry.  He  was  re- 
gistered as  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  in  1884, 
and  more  than  twenty 
years  ago  was  co-opted 
a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil when  Sir  George  B. 
Owens  resigned.  He  has 
held  office  ever  since.  In  Coleraine  Sir  William  is  one  of 
the  best-known  men,  and  has  held  the  chief  positions  in 
most  of  the  local  governing  bodies.  He  was  made  a  justice 
of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Londonderry  in  1900,  and 
received  the  honour  of  knighthood  in  1907.  Besides  con- 
ducting a  retail  pharmacy,  Sir  William  has  the  largest 
wholesale  merchant  and  foreign  shipping  business  in 
Coleraine. 

Mr.  Alfred  F.  Bird,  Unionist  candidate  for  Wolver- 
hampton (West),  is  a  Birmingham  man  and  a  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  Alfred  Bird,  F.C.S.,  the  well-known  analytical

and  manufacturing  chemist,  whose  business  in  Worcester 
Road,  Birmingham,  was  acquired  by  Mr.  T.  L.  Reeve. 
Mr.  A.  F.  Bird  is  chairman  of  the  directors  of  Alfred" 
Bird  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  manufacturers  of  baking-powders, 
custard-powders,  and  other  culinary  necessities.  Mr. 
Bird's  great-grandfather  was  the  distinguished  inventor 
of  navigating  and  astronomical  instruments  whose  memory 
is  perpetuated  on  the  bas-relief  of  the  Albert  Memorial"; 
while  his  grandfather,  Mr.  John  Bird,  was  Professor  of 
Astronomy  at  Eton  and  a  contemporary  and  friend  of  Sir 
John  Herschell.  Mr.  A.  F.  Bird  was  born  at  Birmingham 
in  1849,  and  was  educated  at  King  Edward's  Grammar 
School.  He  joined  his  father  and  brother  in  the  business 
in  1873.  Five  years  later  his  father  died,  and  on  his 
brother's  subsequent  retirement  and  death  he  became  head 
of  the  business  of  Alfred  Bird  &  Sons,  which  was  ulti- 
mately converted  into  a  limited  company.  He  unsuccess- 
fully contested  Wednesbury  at  the  last  General  Election. 

Mr.  George  Oldroyd  Borwick,  a  director  of  George 
Borwick  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  baking-powder  manufacturers, 
24  Chiswell  Street  and  Bunhill  Row,  London,  E.C.,  is  Con- 
servative candidate  for  North-West  (Barnstaple)  Devon. 
Mr.  Borwick,  who  is  only  just  over  thirty,  unsuccessfully 
contested  Poplar  at  the  election  in  1906.  His  company  claim 
to  be  the  largest  makers  of  baking-powder  in  the  world, 
and  their  product  is  sold  in  many  pharmacies. 

Mr.  Edward  Allen  Brotherton,  Conservative  candi- 
date for  Wakefield,  has  represented  that  constituency 
since  1902.  At  the  election 
in  1906  there  was  a  three- 
cornered  fight,  but  this 
time  Mr.  Brotherton  has 
only  one  opponent,  Dr. 
Stanton  Coit  (Lab.).  Mr. 
Brotherton  was  born  in 
Manchester  in  1856,  and 
was  educated  at  Owen? 
College.  He  is  head  of 
the  firm  of  Brotherton  & 
Co.,  who  manufacture  ex- 
tensively ammonia  and 
ammonia  products,  crude 
naphtha,  crude  carbolic, 
creosote,  etc.,  at  Birming- 
ham, Glasgow,  Leeds, 
Liverpool,  Sunderland,  and 
Wakefield.  He  was  Mayor 
of  Wakefield  in  1902-3. 
He  lives  at  16  St.  James's 
Place,     S.W.,     when  in 

town,  and  has  two  country  houses,  The  Gables,  Wakefield,, 
and  Allerton  Hall,  Gledhow,  Leeds. 

Mr.  John  Fowler  Leece  Brunner,  who  was  elected' 
Liberal  member  for  the  Leigh  Division  of  Lancashire  in 
1906,  has  been  adopted  as  candidate  for  the  Northwich 
Division  of  Cheshire,  the  seat  held  by  his  father,  Sir 
John  T.  Brunner,  Bart.  Mr.  Brunner  was  born  in  1865r 
and  educated  at  Cheltenham  College,  the  Polytechnic 
School,  Zurich,  and  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge.  He  entered 
the  service  of  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  in  1888,  and 
was  appointed  a  director  in  1894,  since  which  year  he  has 
superintended  the  company's  business  and  works  at  Silver- 
town,  London.  In  1894  he  married  the  daughter  of  Mr. 
Octavius  Vaughan  Morgan,  a  directcr  of  the  Morgan 
Crucible  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Battersea,  and  first  M.P.  for 
Battersea,  1885-1892 — the  predecessor  of  Mr.  John  Burns. 
Mr.  Brunner  introduced  the  Miners'  Eight  Hours  Bill  into 
Parliament  in  1906,  and  during  1907  and  1908  he  was  ar 
member  of  the  Sweated  Industries  Committee,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  passing  of  the  Trade  Boards  Act.  He  was- 
also  placed  on  the  Grand  Committee  which  considered,, 
and  put  into  shape,  the  very  successful  Patents  Act,  1907. 
Mr.  Brunner  has  travelled  a  good  deal,  and  speaks  several 
languages  fluently. 

Sir  William  Job  Collins,  the  well-known  oculist,  who- 
has  been  Liberal  member  for  West  St.  Pancras  since  1906, 
is  again  a  candidate  for  that  constituency.  He  was 
educated  at  University  College  and  St.  Bartholomew 's- 
Hospital,  where  he  had  a  most  distinguished  career.  He 
has  been  Chairman  of  the  London  County  Council,  was 
knighted  in  1902,  and  served  on  the  Royal  Commission  on 
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Vacciaation  and  the  Royal  Commission  on  Vivisection. 
Sir  William  has  published  various  essays,  including  one 
on  "  Cataract." 

Mr.  R.  A.  Cooper,  Conservative  candidate  for  Walsall, 
is  the  elder  son  of  Sir  Richard  Powell  Cooper,  and  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Cooper  &  Nephews,  sheep-dip 
manufacturers,  Berkhamsted.  He  lives  at  Ashlyns  Hall, 
Berkhamsted.  His  portrait  on  p.  55  is  by  Chipley  (Wal- 
sall). 

Mr.  Arthur  Henry  Crosfield  was  elected  Liberal 
member  for  Warrington  in  1906,  and  is  again  before  the 
•electors  of  that  town.  He  is  managing  director  of  Joseph 
Crosfield  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  soap-manufacturers,  and  of 
Erasmic,  Ltd.,  of  Warrington,  Liverpool,  and  London. 
These  companies  are  large  producers  of  glycerin,  and 
'have  made  a  reputation  for  the  interesting  Welfare  work 
which  is  carried  on  among  the  workers.  The  members  of 
■the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  visited  the  works 
on  July  25,  1907,  and  descriptions  of  the  extensive  pre- 
.snises  have  been  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
August  3,  1907,  and  July  28,  1906. 

Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  who  was  returned  as  a  Unionist 
for  the  Camlachie  Division  of  Glasgow  in  1906,  is  contest- 
ing the  seat  as  a  Liberal.  He  is  senior  partner  in 
Alexander  Cross  &  Sons,  seed-merchants  and  chemical- 
imanufacturers,  but  is  known  to  pharmacists  chiefly  for 
the  part  he  took  in  promotion  of  the  agitation  which  led 
to  the  passing  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908, 
hy  which  unqualified  persons  can  be  licensed  to  sell  agri- 
horticultural  poisons.  He  was  educated  at  Glasgow  Uni- 
versity, and  was  director  of  the  Glasgow  Chamber  of  Com- 
-merce  in  1890. 

Surgeon-General  George  Joseph  Hamilton  Evatt,  C.B., 
M.D.,  who  is  one  of  the  Liberal  candidates  for  Brighton, 
is  an  enthusiast  on  matters  connected  with  the  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps.  It  will  be  remembered  that  in 
November  1906  he  gave  an  extremely  interesting  address 
at  an  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
'Great  Britain  on  the  pharmacist's  place  in  the  Army.  He 
recommended  young  pharmacists  to  make  themselves  effi- 
cient in  military  pharmacy,  then  combine  and  make  the 
War  Office  give  them  commissioned  rank.  Surgeon-General 
Evatt,  who  has  now  retired  from  active  service,  was  born 
tin  1843,  and  has  done  splendid  work  in  the  Army,  which 
Bias  included  the  reorganisation  of  the  R.A.M.C.  He  lives 
at  Camberley,  Surrey. 

Sir  Balthazar  Walter  Foster,  who  has  represented  the 
Ilkeston  Division  of  Derbyshire  as  a  Liberal  since  1887, 
as  again  a  candidate.  He  is  an  M.D.  and  was  Professor  of 
Medicine  to  Queen's  College,  Birmingham,  from  1868  to 
1892.  It  was  he  who  first  recognised  the  importance  of 
■ihe  sphygmograph  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis  in  heart-diseases. 

Mr.  William  Samuel  Glyn-Jones,  barrister-at-law  and 
chemist  and  druggist,  is  contesting  the  Stepney  Division 
■of  the  Tower  Hamlets  in  the  Liberal  interest.  He  is  so 
well  known  to  the  drug-trade  that  we  need  not  repeat  the 
outline  of  his  career.  On  the  present  occasion  he  is  the 
"chemists'  candidate,"  as  he  is  supported  by  a  Parlia- 
imentary  Fund  raised  from  members  of  the  drug  and  allied 
•trades.  There  are  seven,  constituencies  comprised  under 
■the  heading  of  Tower  Hamlets,  and  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  Stepney  is  the  only  one  which  did  not  return  a 
Liberal  at  the  last  General  Election.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  has 
rreceived  and  published  a  letter  from  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  in  support  of  his  candidature.  In  the  course  of 
this  Mr.  Lloyd  George  says  : 

The  personal  experience  which  you  have  gained  as  one 
of  the  people  of  the  East-end  during  the  years  you  lived 
and  worked  among  them  in  Stepney  and  Poplar  specially 
-qualifies  you  to  represent  them  in  Parliament.  It  is  un- 
fortunate that  as  a  result  of  our  present  electoral  system 
only  4,653  people  out  of  a  population  of  63,000  in  Stepney 
■can  by  their  votes  register  their  wishes  upon  the  tremendous 
issues  of  this  election.  ...  I  hope  and  believe  the  electors 
of  Stepney  will  return  you  as  their  member,  and  thus  take 
-their  part  in  the  victory  which  is  about  to  be  won  for  the 
liberties  of  the  people  as  against  the  tyranny  of  the  House  of 
Lords. 

A  subscriber  (35/9)  writes  to  us  in  regard  to  Mr.  Leverton 
Harris  (Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  opponent),  who,  he  says,  "is  an 
M.A.  of  Cambridge  University,  and  distinguished  himself 
hy  taking  a  high  honour  degree  in  chemistry  and  natural 


science.  He  is,  I  understand,  an  expert  scientific  chemist 
himself  ,  and  besides  this  is  cognisant  with  the  more  press- 
ing matters  dealing  with  pharmacy." 

Dr.^  Alfred  Peter  Hillier,  Conservative  candidate  for 
the  Northern  or  Hitchin  Division  of  Hertfordshire,  is  a 
retired  physician.  He  has  specialised  in  tuberculosis,  and 
is  consulting  physician  to  the  London  Open  Air  Sana- 
torium. He  served  in  South  Africa  during  the  Kaffir 
War,  1378-9,  and  was  President  of  the  South  African 
Medical  Congress,  1893.  He  lives  at  Markyate  Cell  Priory, 
Dunstable. 

Mr.  Emslie  John  Horniman,  Liberal  member  for 
Chelsea,  is  again  contesting  that  seat.  He  has  been  a 
director  of  the  family-tea  business  of  Horniman  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  but  now  finds  his  bent  in  art  and  the  beautification 
of  London. 

Mr.  William  Hesketh  Lever,  who  represented  the 
Wirral  Division  of  Cheshire  in  the  last  Parliament,  has 
been  adopted  as  Liberal  candidate  for  the  Ormskirk 
Division  of  Lancashire.  Mr.  Lever  is  the  son  of  Mr. 
James  Lever,  a  wholesale  grocer,  of  Bolton.  He  was  born 
in  1851,  and  after  being  educated  at  the  Church  Institute, 
Bolton,  he  commenced  his  business  career  in  his  father's 
office  in  1867.  In  1877  Mr.  Lever  began  business  on  his 
own  account  as  a  wholesale  grocer  in  Wigan.  Nine  years 
later  he  commenced  the  manufacture  of  "  Sunlight  Soap," 
which  has  made  its  proprietor  a  rich  man,  and  has  gained 
a  world-wide  reputation.  The  soap-business  was  started 
at  Warrington,  but  it  grew  so  rapidly  that  in  a  few  years 
the  fine  works  at  Port  Sunlight,  near  Birkenhead,  were 
built,  which  are  now  carried  on  by  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Lever  being  chairman  of  the  directors.  Port  Sun- 
light is  one  of  the  model  villages  of  the  country,  with 
dining-rooms,  reading-rooms,  and  cottage  gardens. 

Mr.  Thomas  Lough,  who  has  represented  Islington  (W.) 
as  a  Liberal  since  1892,  is  again  contesting  the  seat.  He  has 
been  of  service  to  pharmacists  on  several  occasions  as  a 
backer  of  Pharmacy  Bills,  and  has  been  a  guest  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  at  its  annual  dinners.  Mr.  Lough 
is  chairman  and  managing  director  of  Tower  Tea,  Ltd., 
and  the  Lifebelt  Coffee  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  latter  being  the 
introducers  of  a  caffeine-free  coffee.  His  genial  Irish 
humour  makes  him  a  much  appreciated  after-dinner 
speaker. 

Mr.  Alfred  Moritz  Mond,  who  was  elected  Liberal 
member  for  Chester  in  1906,  has  been  adopted  as  candidate 
for  Swansea  Town.  He  is  a  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Ludwig 
Mond,  F.R.S.,  and  a  director  of  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  chemical-manufacturers;  the  Mond  Nickel  Co.,  Ltd. ; 
the  South  Staffordshire  (Mond  Power  &  Heating)  Gas  Co. ; 
and  chairman  of  the  Power  Gas  Corporation,  Ltd.  Mr. 
Mond  was  educated  at  Cheltenham  College,  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge,  and  Edinburgh  University,  and  is  a 
barrister  of  the  Inner  Temple.  He  was  Chairman  of  the 
Chemical  Industries  Section  of  the  Franco-British  Exhibi- 
tion, 1908,  and  has  published  articles  on  "  The  Alkali 
Trade  under  Free  Trade."  Mr.  Mond  is  Treasurer  of  the 
Free  Trade  Union,  and  lives  at  35  Lowndes  Square,  London, 
S.W.,  and  Winnington  Hall,  Northwich,  Cheshire. 

Dr.  Robert  Oswald  Moon,  Liberal  candidate  for  Mary- 
lebone  (East),  is  physician  to  the  Western  General  Dispen- 
sary, Marylebone ;  Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Heart, 
Solio  Square;  and  Royal  Waterloo  Hospital.  He  acted 
as  a  surgeon  during  the  Grseco-Turkish  War,  1897,  and  in 
South  Africa,  1901.  Dr.  Moon  was  born  in  1865,  and 
lives  at  45  Green  Street,  Park  Lane,  London,  W. 

Mr.  Thomas  Brash  Morison,  K.C.,  who  is  contesting 
West  Perthshire  in  the  Liberal  interest,  with  the  Marquis 
of  Tullibardine  as  his  opponent,  is  a  member  of  the  English 
and  Scotch  Bars,  and  has  acted  on  many  cases  in  Scotland 
as  counsel  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

Beeteam  Stuaet  Steauss,  the  Liberal  candidate 
tfor  the  Mile  End  Division  of  the  Tower  Hamlets,  has 
•represented  that  constituency  in  Parliament  since  1906. 
He  was  articled  to  Hale  &  Son,  drug  brokers,  Mincing 
Lane,  E.C.,  and  became  a  partner  in  the  firm,  but  retired 
an  1898.  Mr.  Strauss  has  done  good  work  for  London  on 
the  County  Council  and  Marylebone  Borough  Council. 
He  has  extended  a  helping  hand  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones, 
'the  Liberal  candidate  for  the  neighbouring  constituency

Sir  Edwaed  Pbiaulx  Tennant,  who  has  represented 
Salisbury  as  a  Liberal  since  1906,  is  the  second  baronet,  suc- 
ceeding to  the  baronetcy  on  the  death  of  his  father,  Sir 
Charles  Tennant,  in  1906.  He  was  educated  at  Eton  and 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  graduating  M.A.  in  1885.  He 
is  chairman  of  the  directors  of  Chas.  Tennant,  Sons  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  chemical-manufacturers,  9  Mincing  Lane,  9  and  10  Old 
:Swan  Lane,  London,  E.C.,  and  Cardiff.  He  shares  with  his 
two  brothers  the  Manchester  and  Liverpool  businesses  which 
'belonged  to  their  father,  the  late  Sir  Charles  Tennant.  Sir 
Edward  has  travelled  extensively,  and  was  assistant  private 
secretary  to  Sir  George  Trevelyan  at  the  Scottish  Office  from 
1892  to  1895.

■College,  Cambridge.  He  is  interested  in  the  family  business 
at  Liverpool  and  Manchester.  He  was  private  secretary  to 
rxis  brother-in-law,  the  Right  Hon.  H.  H.  Asquith,  from 
1892  to  1895.  He  was  also  Secretary  to  the  Departmental 
Committee  of  the  Home  Office  concerning  various  lead  in- 
-dustries  in  1893,  Chairman  of  the  Departmental  Committee 
on  Miscellaneous  Dangerous  Trades,  1895-99,  and  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Scientific  and  Statistical  Investiga- 
tions in  relation  to  the  Fishing  Industry  of  the  United 
Kingdom.  Mr.  Tennant  was  appointed  Parliamentary 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade  last  year.  He  has 
residences  in  London,  Aberdeenshire,  and  Kent. 

Mr.  William  Hood  Wandless,  chemist  and  druggist, 
has  been  adopted  as  Liberal  candidate  for  Whitehaven.  Ho 
was  born  in  1873,  and  in  1889  was  apprenticed  to  Messrs. 
Wilson  &  Kitchin,  Whitehaven,  gaining  during  that  time 
several  prizes  in  the  "  Corner  for  Students  "  section  of  The 
•Chemist  and  Deuggist.  He  afterwards  went  as  assistant 
to  Mr.  John  Taylor,  of  Torquay,  leaving  him  to  study  for 
the  Minor  under  Mr.  William  Duncan,  Edinburgh.  He 


succecsf ully  passed  the  Minor  in  1897,  and  after  a  term  as  a 
dispenser  to  a  medical  practitioner  began  business  on  his 
own  account  in  Duke  Street,  Whitehaven,  in  1899.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Cumberland  and  Westmor- 
land Chemists'  Association,  of  the  Town  Council,  and  of  the 
County  Council. 

Mr.  John,  William  Wilson,  who  has  been  Liberal  member 
for  North  Worcestershire  since  1895,  is  again  contesting 
that  seat.  He  is  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Allbright  &  Wilson, 
rjhosphorus-manuf acturers,  Edgbaston,  Birmingham.  Mr. 
Wilson  was  born  in  1858,  and  was  educated  at  Grove  House 
School,  Tottenham,  and  abroad.  He  lives  at  Perrycroft, 
Colwall,  Herefordshire,  and  has  a  London  house  at  Queen 
Anne's  Mansions,  Westminster,  S.W.  He  has  been  of 
assistance  to  chemical  industry  when  such  questions  as  tax- 
free  alcohol  for  manufacturing  purposes  have  been  before 
Parliament. 

Mr.  Richaed  Winfeey,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  has 
been  Liberal  member  for  Norfolk  (S.W.)  since  1906,  is 
again  contesting  the  seat.  He  was  born  at  Long  Sutton, 
Lincolnshire,  in  1858,  and  was  apprenticed  at  Stamford, 
afterwards  serving  as  an  assistant  at  Grantham  and  with 
John  Bell  &  Co.,  London.  In  1879  he  passed  the  Major 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  after  a  course 
at  Muter's  South  London  College.  Mr.  Winfrey  was  with 
John  Bell  &  Co.  for  five  years  (1880-1885),  and  during  that

years.  Mr.  Winfrey  afterwards  drifted  from  pharmacy, 
and  is  now  managing  director  of  five  newspaper  companies 
controlling  eighteen  journals.  He  is  Parliamentary 
Private  Secretary  to  Earl  Carrington,  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture,  and  is  a  leading  authority  on  small 
holdings.  The  keen  interest  he  took  in  pharmacy  matters 
in  the  House  of  Commons  will  ever  be  remembered  grate- 
fully by  pharmacists.

The  Committee  and  Certificates. — A  discussion  arose  on 
the  initiative  of  Mr.  Haworth  Earle  as  to  the  appointment 
of  the  committee.  He  said  that  there  appeared  to  be  some 
friction,  and  he  thought  only  special  committees  should  be 
appointed.  Mr.  Richardson  said  they  once  did  without 
a  committee  for  a  year,  but  in  his  opinion  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  go  on  without  one  now,  and  the  Chairman  ruled 
that  Mr.  Earle's  action  was  irregular,  as  it  involved  altering 
rules,  of  which  intention  notice  had  not  been  given.  It 
appeared  that  notice  had  been  received  from  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  by  some  members  as  to  exhibiting  cer- 
tificates, and  it  was  thought  that  this  had  been  instigated 
locally.  This  was  emphatically  denied,  and  several 
members  expressed  satisfaction  that  action  had  been  taken 
in  this  respect.  It  was  also  suggested  that  the  committee 
appointed  to  deal  with  the  sale  of  poisons  by  unqualified 
persons  had  exceeded  their  powers,  but  against  this  it  was 
pointed  out  by  Mr.  Jones  that  the  action  suggested  in 
respect  of  qualified  persons  was  to  enable  the  Association  to 
deal  more  effectively  with  unqualified  men  when  the  time 
came  to  do  so.    The  discussion  eventually  dropped.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Eleven  fatalities  from  poisoning,  including  three  misadven- 
tui-es,  have  been  recorded  during  the  week.  Elizabeth  Doran 
(49),  of  Belfast,  ended  her  life  by  drinking  a  quantity  of 
ammonia.  She  had  been  depressed  by  a  recent  bereavement. — 
Margaret  Atkinson  (22)  died  at  Blackpool  from  the  effects  of 
ammonia-poisoning.  She  picked  up  the  wrong  bottle  in 
mistake  for  one  containing  whisky. — A  Romford  potman, 
named  Albert  Lucy  (20),  committed  suicide  by  taking  carbolic 
acid. — Mr.  Ebenezer  Melrose  (58),  surgeon  dentist,  Doncaster, 
poisoned  himself  by  taking  laudanum.  The  deceased's  em- 
ployers, Messrs.  J.  H.  Hardy,  Ltd.,  had  recently  discharged 
him,  owing  to  his  intemperate  habits. — An  overdose  of  the 
same  opiate  caused  the  accidental  death  at  Brigg  of  Hanson 
Taylor  (24),  commercial  traveller,  Lincoln,  who  used  the 
narcotio  to  induce  sleep. — Oxalic  acid  was  taken  with  suicidal 
intent  by  Ellen  G.  Redsall  (33)  at  South  Kensington,  on 
account  of  a  broken  engagement. — Reporters  were  not  ad- 
mitted to  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  a  Dublin  barrister 
named  John  McMahon  (43).  The  jury  found  a  verdict  of 
poisoning  by  -potassium  cyanide,  but  stated  that  the  evidence 
did  not  show  whether  or  not  the  poison  was  accidentally 
taken. — The  same  poison  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by 
Captain  V.  E.  Garrett,  Liberal  Unionist  election  agent  at 
Ipswich,  who  was  worried  by  money  troubles.  Mr.  Paul 
Ridley,  chemist,  Ipswich,  deposed  that  deceased  purchased 
1  oz.  of  cyanide  of  potassium  on  Christmas  Eve. — "  Suicide 
while  of  unsound  mind  "  was  the  verdict  found  by  the  jury 
at  the  inquest  on  Elizabeth  Seely  (38),  domestic  servant.  West 
Hampstead,  who  poisoned  herself  with  spirit  of  salt. — At 
Belfast,  Robt.  J.  Thompson  (37),  insurance  agent,  died  in 
the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  from  the  effects  of  taking 
strychnine.  Deceased  obtained  a  supply  of  the  poison  from 
a  Shankill  Road  druggist  for  the  alleged  purpose  of  destroy- 
ing a  dog. — Amelia  Pratt  (40),  Fulham,  died  from  strychnine- 
poisoning,  owing  to  a  doctor's  dispensing  error  {see  p.  35).

Dr.  H.  L.  Batliwala's  Co.,  Warli  Laboratory,  Dadar, 
Bombay,  send  us  one  of  their  wall-calendars.  It  is  composed 
of  large  monthly  sheets  with  advertisements  thereon  printed 
in  English  and  the  vernacular  in  red  ink. 

From  the  Victoria  Dispensary,  Hong  Kong,  we  have  re- 
ceived a  pretty  English-made  calendar  and  letter-rack.  The 
centre  portion  is  in  pocket  form  and  intended  for  letters  or 
odds  and  ends,  and  has  upon  it  a  well-produced  colour  print 
entitled  "The  Seaweed  Gatherers." 

Messrs  Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.,  wdiolesale  druggists  and 
herb-growers,  60  to  64  Artillery  Lane,  London,  E.,  issue  a 
card-calendar  with  a  classic  design  in  blue  on  the  front  along 
with  a  monthly  tear-off.  On  the  reverse  side  is  given  a  useful 
tabulated  list  of  antidotes  to  poisons.  The  calendar  measures 
9j  in.  by  1\  in. 

Mr.  Major  Hill,  chemist  and  druggist,  109  Norfolk  Street, 
Wisbech,  issues  a  combined  almanac  and  price-list.  The 
cover  is  printed  in  gold  and  crimson,  and  the  ink  used 
inside  is  of  a  pleasing  blue  colour.  The  book  contains  a 
medical  guide,  and  Mr.  Hill's  own  preparations  are  well 
advertised.    Shopping  by  post  is  a  feature  in  this  business. 

.Mr.  Victor  E.  Hanna,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  The  Pre- 
scription Pharmacy,  70  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  sends 
out  a  blotter-calendar  to  his  customers.  A  separate  sheet 
(9i  in.  by  4  in.)  is  supplied  for  desk  use  each  month.  On  the 
front  is  the  month's  calendar,  the  back  being  blotting-paper. 
In  this  way  the  customer  has  his  chemist's  name  constantly 
before  him. 

Messrs.  Bell  &  Son,  chemists  and  opticians,  Stapleford, 
produce  the  iStapleford  Almanac,  which  is  very  creditable 
to  local  craftsmen.  The  firm  tell  us  it  is  their  cheapest 
advertisement,  as  the  cost  is  practically  defrayed  by  the 
charges  made  to  other  advertisers.  Messrs.  Bell  &  Son  are 
emphatic  in  the  preface  as  to  the  advantage  of  dealing  with 
qualified  chemists. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Connolly,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  40  Clanbrassil 
Street,  Dundalk,  sends  out  a  small  celluloid  calendar.  Ho 
has  clone  this  since  1895,  and  finds  that  the  indestructible 
character  of  the  calendar  is  much  appreciated  by  his  cus- 
tomers, who  never  forget  to  ask  for  one  each  new  year. 
The  back  of  the  calendar  is  matted,  and  intended  for  use- 
as  a  memorandum  tablet. 

Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.,  wholesale  drug- 
gists, Southwark  Street,  London,  S.E.,  sent  out  with  their 
January  price-list  a  compact  perpetual  card-calendar.  The 
month  and  days  of  the  week  are  printed  on  one  card,  and 
separately  there  is  a  series  of  cards  containing  the  numerals 
so  arranged  that  the  calendar  can  be  set  according  to  the 
day  of  the  week  upon  which  the  month  begins.  It  is  an 
ingenious  arrangement. 

Although  not  a 'calendar,  we  may  well  mention  here  the 
new  year's  card  which  was  sent  out  by  Th.  Muhlethaler  S.A., 
makers  of  synthetic  perfumes,  Nyon,  Switzerland.  The 
inscription  is  "  Souhaits  sinceres"  beneath  a  group  of  three 
embossed  carnations.  The  carnations  are  formed  of  some 
red  velvet-like  material,  and  look  very  natural.  They  are, 
moreover,  perfumed  with  nyo-ceillet  (artificial  carnation), 
which  heightens  the  effect  and  increases  the  appearance  of 
reality. 

The  Dispensary,  2  Bishop  Street,  Penang,  send  out  a  large- 
size  wall-calendar,  the  special  feature  of  which  is  the  English 
and  Chinese  days  of  the  month  on  the  same  sheet.  _  The 
confusion  which  one  would  expect  is  obviated  by  printing 
the  Chinese  dates  in  red  and  the  English  in  black.  That 
such  an  arrangement  should  be  necessary  well  illustrates  the 
difficulties  which  some  British  houses  encounter— and  overf 
come — when  planted  on  a  strange  soil.  An  interior  and 
exterior  view  of  The  Dispensary  are  given  above  the  calendar.

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Trade  Report  and  Market  Review. 


The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here- 
quoted  are  obtained  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers  cannot,  therefore,  for  these 
and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  these  prices.

BUSINESS  has  not  yet  settled  down  to  its  normal  pro- 
portions in  the  chemical  and  drug  markets  so  far  as 
the  home  trade  is  concerned,  and  dealers  do  not  look  for 
much  activity  until  next  week,  when  the  auctions  will  give 
the  lead.  Among  the  more  important  changes  of  the  week 
is  a  reduction  of  ^d.  in  methylated  ethers.  German  refined 
camphor,  cocoa  butter,  copper  sulphate,  juniper  berry  oil, 
linseed  and  turpentine  oil  are  all  higher.  Lemon  oil  is 
also  higher  as  the  result  of  the  increased  duty  on  citrate ; 
but  the  outlook  is  uncertain.  Caraway  and  sandalwood 
oik,  terebene,  atropine,  and  chrysarobin  are  all  more  or  less 
in  buyers'  favour.  British  and  foreign  makers  of  bromides 
now  offer  to  book  orders  for  forward  delivery.  Glycerin 
is  very  firm.  Morphine  and  codeine  are  unaltered  but 
quiet.    The  changes  have  been  as  follows  : —

.supplies  boing  well  taken  up,  prices  have  an- upward  tendency.

Hull,  11/.  6s.  Id.  to  11/.  7s.  6c/,  ;  and  Liverpool.  11/.  7s.  6c/.  to 
11/.  8s.  9c/.  Little  or  nothing  of  importance  has  been  done  as 
regards  forward  business.

The  following  advice,  dated  Palermo,  December  31,  has 
been  received:  "When  contracts  for  forward  delivery,  to 
begin  from  December,  were  closed  in  October  and  November 
las!,  it  was  not  anticipated  that  a  new  export  duty  would  be 
imposed  on  citrate  of  lime,  such  as  to  hinder  the  manufacture 
of  this  article,  and  by  its  reaction  also  reduce  the  manufacture 
of  lemon  oil.  In  consequence  of  this,  requirements  for  De- 
cember or  early  January  shipment  were  much  larger  than 
the  reduced  output  of  this  season's  pressing  was  able  to 
provide  for,  and  the  fulfilment  of  these  requirements  upon  the 
market  has  been,  such  as  to  force  up  prices  during  the  last  few 
days,  inasmuch  as  buyers  had  to  look  hastily  for  goods,  while 
holders  did  not  miss  the  favourable  occasion  to  increase  their 
pretexts.  The  market  has  therefore  been  very  firm  and 
rising,  the  more  so  that  also  from  abroad  (especially  Ger- 
many) there  have  been  inquiries  for  both  prompt  shipment 
and  forward  delivery,  with  some  fair  business  resulting. 
England  and  America  are  generally  keeping  back  so  far, 
awaiting  further  developments.  We  may  say  that  the  present 
condition  of  the  citrate  of  lime  and  oil  pressing  industry  are 
such  as  not  to  allow  a  regular  development  of  the  production  ; 
in  fact  in  some  districts  it  has  been  proposed  to  close  all 
the  factories  early  in  January,  as  a  kind  of  demonstration 
against  the  intolerable  state  of  affairs  which  has  arisen  from 
the  recent  increase  in  export  duty.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
present  conditions  will  make  it  absolutely  necessary  that  the 
new  Ministry  should  take  prompt  steps  in  the  matter  by 
effecting  new  provisions."

Should  renewed 
buying  take  place  in  primary  markets  in  fair  quantities,  the 
probability  is  that  prices  will  further  advance  ;  while,  on 
the  other  hand,  should  buyers  continue  to  hold  off  as  they 
did  during  December,  again  easier  prices  may  prevail. 

Writing  on  December  20,  a  Smyrna  correspondent 
states  that  the  sales  amounted  to  27  baskets,  at  equal  to  18s. 
for  the  U.S.A.  Market  remains  firm,  with  a  few  sellers,  who 
wish  to  realise  profits.  Holders  who  did  not  sell  last  week 
(when  135  baskets  were  bought)  are  holding  back,  hoping, 
in  consideration  of  the  moderate  stocks,  to  obtain  better 
prices  before  the  end  of  the  season.  On  account  of  the 
approaching  holidays,  there  might  be  a  couple  of  weeks' 
quietness,  and  prices  may  decline  6cL  to  Is.,  in  which  case 
buyers  will  do  well  to  cover  part  of  their  needs,  as  a  sudden 
change  in  the  market  is  possible,  if,  as  everybody  presumes, 
there  are  still  large  wants  to  be  covered  on  the  part  of 
American  firms.  Owing  to  the  rainy  weather  during  the 
second  part  of  November  and  the  beginning  of  December, 
the  sowing  did  not  take  place  regularly  everywhere  during 
that  period.  But  that  will  have  no  influence  on  the  crop  if 
the  weather  continues  favourable.  Writing  on  December  25, 
another  Smyrna  correspondent  states  that  although  business 
is  slack,  as  is  usual  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  small  stocks 
prevent  holders  from  being  anxious  sellers.  Arrivals  are 
1,833  cases,  against  1,962  cases,  most  of  them  being  from 
Constantinople.  In  the  course  of  a  review  on  the  opium 
market  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  the  "  Quarterly 
Journal  "  of  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Turkey 
states  that  the  position  is  interesting  and  fraught  with  many 
possibilities.  Statistically,  the  position  is  stronger  than  ever, 
the  stock  in  Turkey  being  barely  1,200  cases,  and  there  is 
six  months  to  run  before  another  crop  will  be  available.  The 
monthly  consumption  being  estimated  at  600  cases,  there  is  an 
apparent  deficit  of  2,400  cases.  Purchases  during  the  past 
five  or  six  months  have  been  on  an  unprecedentedly  large 
scale,  but  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  quantity  has  gone  into 
makers'  hands,  and  on  this  depends,  to  a  great  extent,  the 
future.  It  has  been  rumoured  for  some  months  past  that 
a  large  syndicate  is  at  work,  with  a  considerable  quantity 
of  opium  under  its  control,  and  everything  points  to  this 
being  the  case.  Large  shipments"  to  London  and  America 
are  unaccounted  for,  and  it  is  said  the  goods  have  been 
stored  out  of  sight  in  anticipation  of  a  corner  later  in  the 
season.  The  success  or  failure  of  the  syndicate  depends 
entirely  on  the  stocks  held  by  manufacturers.  If  they  hold 
sufficient  to  keep  the  world  supplied  for  some  months  more, 
markets  will  undoubtedly  continue  slow  and  prices  gradually 
tend  downwards,  unless,  of  course,  the  syndicate  has  enough 
means  and  courage  to  continue  buying,  a  course  which 
would  naturally  entail  increasing  stocks  at  a  dangerous 
level.  There  have  been  large  sales  of  Persian  for  shipment 
up  to  January,  but  we  understand  less  has  been  offering 
recently.  Large  quantities  of  Persian  have  been  shipped  to 
China,  and  it  is  possible  that  part  may  find  its  way  back 
to  London.  The  condition  of  new-crop  sowings  is  excellent. 
The  seed  was  put  underground  during  the  best  period,  and 
the  weather  has  since  been  all  that  could  be  desired.

Latex=coagulation  Patent  Case. 

The  application  by  Mr.  David  Sandmann,  of  Berlin,  against 
Messrs.  Ch.  &  A.  Bohringer,  of  Colombo,  for  an  interim  in- 
junction (see  C.  &  D.,  November  20,  p.  771)  to  prevent 
defendants  from  advertising  and  selling  fluorine  compounds, 
chiefly  hydrofluoric  acid,  for  latex  coagulation,  has  been 
dismissed.  The  District  Judge  of  Colombo,  in  the  course  of 
his  judgment,  said  that  on  the  day  following  a  demonstration 
of  plaintiff's  process  and  an  account  of  it  in  the  papers  the 
defendants  published  the  following  advertisement:  "For 
rubber-planters — hydrofluoric  acid — price  on  application. 
Ch.  &  A.  Bohringer,  Colombo."  He  was  quite  unable  to 
understand  on  what  grounds  the  advertisement  was  im- 
peached as  an  infringement  of  the  plaintiff's  patented  process, 
and  from  the  nature  of  the  claim  for  a  surrender  of  all  acid 
and  the  profits  derived  from  its  sale,  it  would  appear  that 
plaintiff  regards  the  patent  as  conferring  on  him  a  selling 
monopoly,  or  at  any  rate  of  controlling  the  sale,  of  all  such 
acid  used  in  the  preparation  of  rubber.  He  was  unable  to 
see  any  reason  or  iustification  for  granting  the  injunction 
asked  for,  and  dismissed  plaintiff's  application,  with  costs. 

Otto  of  Rose. 

Messrs.  Chas.  Zimmermann  &  Co.  send  us  the  following 
extract  from  a  letter  dated  December  23,  which  they  have 
received  from  their  principals,  Messrs.  Petko  Iv.  Orozoff  et 
Fils,  Kazanlik,  Bulgaria  :  "  A  buyer  for  a  leading  Constan- 
tinople house  has  taken  almost  all  the  ottos  from  the  jobbers 
at  prices  up  to  5f.  per  muscal  (about  23s.  per  T.  oz.).  After 
him  another  buyer  came,  and  as  he  could  not  find  any  more 

otto  on  the  market,  was  obliged  to  buy  from    at  5.30f. 

per  muscal,  so  that  our  market  is  firm  and  will  be  so  until  the 
next  new  crop,  as  there  is  not  any  more  otto.  There  are 
perhaps  from  200  to  300  oz.,  but  they  refer  to  parcels  which 
have  been  rejected  by  everybody.  This  otto  will  probably 
remain  on  the  market  until  next  June,  when  it  will  be  re- 
distilled along  with  the  new  crop.  You  will  now  see  that 
what  our  competitors  wrote  about  the  crop  and  prices  is  not 
true — they  knew  it,  perhaps,  but  wished  to  dazzle  the  per- 
fumers, as  usual.  .  .  .  As  the  prices  on  our  market  advanced 
even  higher  than  those  of  last  year,  and  as  there  is  no  more 
otto  on  our  market,  you  must  maintain  our  last  year's  price. 
It  is  from  ten  to  fifteen  years  ago  since  incidents  like  the 
above  happened  in  Kazanlik.  Even  our  competitors  are  sur- 
prised, and  do  not  believe  how  it  is  that  5.30f.  the  muscal 
has  been  paid."

Pharmacy  in  Queensland. 

Sir, — As  a  comparatively  recent  arrival  in  Queensland 
from  the  Old  Country,  and  on  a  visit  to  Brisbane,  curiosity 
led  me  to  look  up  a  fellow-countryman  at  the  College  of 
Pharmacy.  I  had  not  the  pleasure  of  knowing  Mr.  E.  C. 
Cowley  (formerly  Principal  of  the  Liverpool  School  of 
Pharmacy)  in  England,  but,  busy  as  he  was,  he  expressed 
pleasure  at  my  calling  on  him.  Mr.  Cowley  was  attending 
a  meeting  of  the  Business  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  when  I  called,  and  I  had  the  opportunity  of  looking 
around.  I  found  about  twenty  young  men  busily  engaged 
in  various  work.  I  was  pleased  to  observe  the  concen- 
tration of  the  students  on  the  work  they  had  in  hand. 
When  Mr.  Cowley  was  at  liberty  he  piloted  me  round  the 
College,  and  reviewed  the  extent  of  ground  covered  in  the 
nine  months'  course.  I  was  particularly  impressed  by 
the  number  of  chemicals  manufactured  by  students  and 
by  the  way  the  students  were  taught  to  extemporise  un- 
usual chemical  compounds  likely  to  occur  in  prescriptions. 
It  is  easy  to  see  that  conditions  in  Queensland  are  not 
the  same  as  in  the  Old  Country,  and  students  might  find 
themselves  at  some  future  time  several  hundreds  of  miles 
away  from  a  source  of  supplies.  I  felt  that  the  education 
provided  for  them  in  the  Queensland  College  of  Pharmacy 
eminently  fitted  them  for  whatever  position  they  may  be 
placed  in.  As  one  who  has  taken  some  interest  in  pharma- 
ceutical education  in  the  Old  Country,  I  cannot  help  re- 
marking that  Queensland  is  providing  an  education  for 
the  young  pharmacist,  which  is  only  equalled  in  England 
by  that  provided  in  the  Bloomsbury  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  chemists  of  Queensland  are  to  be  complimented  on 
their  perspicacity  in  bringing  Mr.  Cowley  from  the  Old 
Country,  and  it  is  a  circumstance  which  must  eventually 
react  on  the  status  of  pharmacy  throughout  the  whole 
Commonwealth.  I  came  away  from  the  College  pleased 
and  instructed  by  my  visit.

[It  is  appropriate  to  print  here  some  extracts  from  a  letter 
written  by  Mr.  Cowley  a  month  earlier  than  the  above,  which 
throws  further  light  on  pharmaceutical  education  in  Brisbane, 
and  from  which  we  have  his  permission  to  quote  what  wo 
may  consider  to  be  of  interest  generally  especially  to  his 
old  friends  and  pupils.  It  may  be  recalled  that  Mr.  Cowley 
and  his  family  left  Liverpool  in  the  autumn  of  1908,  and 
arrived  at  Brisbane  in  time  for  Christmas :  "  Our  College 
session  begins  in  March  and  continues  to  the  end  of  October. 
Our  session  closes  to-day  [October  28,  1909].  College  examina- 
tions begin  next  week,  and  our  final  exams,  on  the  third 
Monday  in  the  month.  It  has  been  rather  stiff  work  for 
myself  and  an  assistant  during  this  session.  To  save  students' 
time  and  to  prevent  errors,  I  have  written  out  a  whole 
series  of  lecture  notes  on  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  and  have 
had  them  typed  and  duplicated.  I  think  most  teachers  have 
found  the  want  of  a  good  up-to-date  text-book  on  modern 
pharmaceutical  chemistry.  I  have  endeavoured  to  supply 
our  wants  in  the  shape  of  these  lecture  notes.  Next  year  I 
will  increase  the  time  given  to  practical  chemistry,  so  that 
our  students  will  be  able  to  manufacture  a  larger  number 
of  chemicals.  We  have  been  able  to  do  quite  a  lot  in  this 
direction  already,  and  our  boys  are  getting  quite  keen  on 
the  work.  I  found  a  man  making  ferrous  arsenate  one  day, 
and  in  doing  so  he  used  up  all  our  sodium  arsenate.  He  then 
set  about  making  the  sodium  arsenate     One  of  our  bo3rs 


made  about  4  oz.  of  excellent  tartar  emetic  from  black  anti- 
mony. We  have  made  quite  a  large  number  of  organic  com- 
pounds, more  than  those  mentioned  on  the  Major  syllabus  in. 
England.  In  dispensirg  I  give  them  mixtures  containing 
arsenious  bromide,  strontium  lactate,  potassium  salicylate, 
and  other  unusual  salts,  so  that  if  they  are  stranded  in  the 
Gulf  Country  a  thousand  miles  from  Brisbane  they  will  be 
able  to  make  what  they  want.  The  average  student  her© 
picks  up  quantitative  analysis  much  quicker  than  I  found, 
the  average  English  student  did.  Altogether  the  Queensland 
boy  is  not  a  bad  young  fellow,  and  I  get  along  with  him. 
wonderfully  well.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  need  not  have  any  hesitation  in  arranging  for  re- 
ciprocity with  Queensland.  I  will  guarantee  our  students  will1 
give  points  to  most  English  students. 

"  Our  winter,  which  is  just  over,  has  been  delightful;  there 
is  no  better  climate,  I  am  sure,  in  the  world.  The  summer  is 
certainly  hot,  but  not  so  hot  as  I  anticipated.  Houses  are 
difficult  to  get  in  Brisbane.  They  are  all,  or  nearly  so, 
built  of  wood,  on  posts  several  feet  above  the  ground.  Most 
of  them  are  one-storeyed,  and  all  are  provided  with  broacll 
verandahs  on  account  of  the  sun.  During  the  summer  months 
people  live  on  the  verandahs.  The  moonlight  nights  are 
lovely.  They  remind  one  of  the  harvest  moons  at  home,  an<3 
one  looks  instinctively  for  the  crisp  atmosphere  accompany- 
ing these  moons  at  home.  However  hot  the  day  is,  the  nights- 
are  cool,  and  one  is  able  to  sleep.  I  am  glad  to  see  the 
C.  <£.'  D.  weekly.  It  is  a  glimpse  of  home,  and  it  keeps  one 
in  touch  with  what  is  going  on.  The  C.  &  D.  is  highly  appre- 
ciated throughout  Australia,  and  no  other  journal  dealing 
with  pharmaceutical  matters  comes  near  it  in  our  estimation. 
Just  at  present  we  are  in  the  throes  of  an  agitation  for  an 
amended  Pharmacy  Bill.  This  has  entailed  a  good  dea:' 
of  work  on  me  during  the  recent  general  election.  I  think 
wo  have  reasonable  hopes  of  improving  our  position.^  Our 
great  difficulty  is  in  having  a  bad  Poisons  Act.  Cutting  in 
proprietary  articles  is  just  as  bad  as  at  home,  but  prices  for 
dispensing  have  been  kept  at  what  I  used  to  remember  in 
the  West-end  of  London.  Chemists'  assistants  are  well  paid. 
Living  is  somewhat  more  costly  than  in  the  Old  Country,  but 
on  the  whole  a  young  qualified  man  is  better  off  than  in 
England.  The  min'mum  salary  for  a  young  qualified  man 
is  il.  per  week.  There  are,  of  course,  poor  businesses  as  weh' 
as  good,  but  I  think  there  are  better  opportunities  here  than 
at  home.  As  far  as  I  can  see,  the  style  of  business  is  much 
like  that  at  home,  but,  generally  speaking,  there  is  not  the 
same  attention  given  to  detail." — R.  C.  Cowley.] 

Standards  of  Excellence. 
Sir, — I  have  read  with  much  interest  Mr.  J.  U.  Lloyd's 
remarks  on  drug  standardisation  in  your  issue  of  January  1, 
but  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  he  is  driving  at.  It  appears- 
to  me  that  he  is  setting  up  a  bogey  of  his  own  imagination 
when  he  speaks  of  "  a  chemist  or  a  committee  who,  thinking, 
only  of  the  conspicuous  agent,  may  ignore  the  milder 
entities  and  .  .  .  establish  a  very  one-sided  standard  which 
may  neglect  unseen  qualities  that  lie  beyond,"  &c.  I  under- 
stand Mr.  Lloyd  is  a  poet  and  a  man  of  genius,  and  this 
flowery  language  may  represent  something  substantial  to 
him,  but  to  men  who  have  to  deal  with  hard  facts  in  their 
daily  business  something  more  positive  is  wanted.  Appa- 
rently he  means  that  we  are  to  study  a  drug  as  "  a  balanced) 
whole,"  and  the  results  obtained  from  such  study  will  be- 
more  satisfactory  than  those  based  on  drugs  that  are 
standardised  on  the  most  toxic  principle.  Does  he  also, 
mean  that  his  "  balanced  whole  "  drug  is  always  a  uniform 
entity?  If  he  says  it  is,  then  we  know  where  we  are.  If 
he  admits  it  is  not,  then  we  ask  him  how  he  is  going  to 
compare  the  results  got  from  the  study  of  two  samples  of 
the  drug  which  may  be  quite  different  in  toxicity  and  in 
therapeutic  value,  if  he  does  not  know  they  are  different? 
And  what  value  is  to  be  attached  to  opinions  formed  on. 
such  a  basis  ? 

Mr.  Lloyd's  ideas  would  be  excellent  if  we  could  rely  on 
two  things  :  first  that  Nature  would  furnish  drugs  identical 
in  quality,  and,  secondly,  that  the  druggist  would  keep  his- 
drugs  so  that  they  would  always  remain  uniform  and  never 
vary  in  any  degree.  As  to  the  first,  the  great  trouble  is 
that  Nature  declines  to  be  standardised.  She  makes  one- 
man  6  ft.  high  and  another  man  4  ft.,  and  all  sorts  and  sizes- 
between.  And  this  is  just  what  happens  with  plants.  One- 
lot  of  nux-vomica  seeds  contains  more  strychnine  and  less- 
brucine  and  extractive  (say)  than  another.  What  kind  oi 
"  balanced  "  result  is  a  doctor  going  to  get  if  one  day  his- 
patient  gets  a  tincture  containing  2  per  cent,  of  strychnine, 
and  next  week  a  tincture  containing  ^  per  cent.  ?  It  is  easy 
to  talk  of  the  "  subjugation  of  associated  factors."  Two 
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•difficulties  arise  here,  however — how  are  the  factors  to  be 
got  at,  and  how  are  they  to  be  subjugated  when  you  have 
them,  if  not  by  the  isolation  of  the  most  active  constituents 
of  the  drug,  or  in  other  words  by  standardisation  ?  To 
speak  of  finding  the  "conspicuous  agent"  and  "ignoring 
the  milder  entities  "  is  simply  that  process  known  as  trail- 
ing a  red  herring  across  the  scent.  No  one  ignores  "the 
milder  entities,"  at  least  no  apostle  of  standardisation  that 
I  know  of.  The  milder  entities  are  all  there,  and  they  are 
there  in  association  with  an  average  proportion  of  the  ' '  con- 
spicuous agent,"  and  thus  a  uniform  preparation  is  pro- 
•duced,  from  the  study  of  whose  "balanced  whole"  some 
really  satisfactory  result  may  be  arrived  at.  Mr.  Lloyd's 
view  is  apparently  that  one  ought  simply  to  use  the  drugs  as 
Nature  grows  them,  no  matter  what  the  soil  and  climate  or 
■country  in  which  they  are  grown.  Unfortunately,  or, 
rather,  fortunately,  he  is  ten  years  too  late,  and  he  will 
liave  some  difficulty  in  turning  back  the  hands  of  the  dozen 
pharmacopoeial  clocks  that  have  been  set  to  ' '  standardised  " 
time.  The  other  fact  is  that  even  if  we  could  get  Nature  to 
produce  uniform  or  standard  drugs  the  trouble  is  that  man 
■comes  in,  and  he  has  to  father,  dry,  store,  age,  and  sell  the 
drugs,  and  everyone  of  these  operations  may  affect  the  value 
■of  the  drug.  I  do  not  wish  to  elaborate  this  point,  but  its 
mere  statement  should  be  sufficient  to  convince  anyone  that 
■while  Mr.  Lloyd's  rhapsody  makes  nice  poetry,  it  will  not 
"cut  much  ice,"  as  our  cousins  say,  in  the  region  of  cold,

Standardisation  of  Disinfectants. 

Mr.  Thos.  Alex.  Cool-,  managing  director  of  Messrs. 
Edward  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bow,  writing  in  respect  to  Mr. 
<C.  T.  Kingzett's  letter  in  our  issue  of  December  25,  1909, 
regarding  the  standardisation  of  disinfectants,  asks  "  why 
Mr.  Kingzett  wishes  to  prove  the  impossibility  of  standard- 
ising disinfectants.  One  would  think  that  every  scientific 
■manufacturer,  every  ratepayer,  and  every  head  of  a  family 
would  believe  this  to  be  a  desideratum."  He  then  contrasts 
remarks  in  Mr.  Kingzett's  letter  with  statements  in  the 
Sanitas  Co.'s  publications,  and  as  to  Mr.  Kingzett's  claim 
that  one  of  his  company's  products  "  takes  top  place  when 
■compared  with  carbolic  acid,"  remarks  : 

"  In  referring  again  to  the  report,  we  find  this  product 
■when  classified  as  follows  : 

Comparative  cost,  in  pence,  of  100  units  of  efficiency 
_      price  ratio  to  carbolic  acid  ^ 
germicidal  ratio  to  carbolic  acid 

yields  the  figure  11.5c?. 

'"In  'The  Lancet'  of  December  18  appeared  a  letter  from 
me  from  which  I  extract  the  following  passage  : 

_  May  we  point  out  that  if  '  Cofectant  '  is  bought  in  4-gal. 
tins  it  costs  4s.  3c?.  per  gal.,  which  works  out  at  0.319c?..  per 
(1.  oz.  ?  Supposing  one  adds  33  per  cent,  for  the  profit  of  the 
retailer,  this  brings  it  up  to  0.425<?.  per  oz. ;  divide  this  by 
'9.8x100,  and  the  figure  in  your  last  column  becomes  4.33c?. 
Again,  if  purchased  in  40-gal.  casks,  our  price  is  3s.  9c?. 
per  gal.,  which  works  out  at  0.2812c?.  per  fl.  oz. ;  add  33  per 
cent.,  and  this  brings  it  to  0.3742,  which,  divided  by 
'9.8x100,  gives  a  price  of  0.381c?.  for  your  last  column.  You 
will  see  that  '  Cofectant  '  bought  in  bulk  is  enormously 
■cheaper  even  than  crude  carbolic  acid. 
"  Can  Mr.  Kingzett  have  failed  to  notice-  this  letter?  " 

The  Situation  and  the  Future. 
Sir, — There  are  two  excellent  letters  in  your  issue  of 
January  1  from  "Organiser"  and  "  Northumbrian '  I 
am  glad  someone  else  has  the  idea  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
■Society  have  not  the  power  to  do  their  duty  to  the  trade 
while  so  many  chemists  remain  non-members.  If  the 
Society  really  wish  to  be  useful  and  representative  they  must 
do  their  best  to  bring  every  chemist  into  their  ranks,  and 
the  best  way  to  do  this  is  to  separate  the  "  Journal"  from 
the  membership-fee  and  reduce  that  fee.  If  they  charged 
7s.  6cZ.  for  membership  and  10s.  for  the  "Journal"  they 
would  swell  their  ranks  to  a  great  extent.  The  position  of 
the  chemist  of  the  present  day  is  a  peculiar  one.  Dispensing, 
his  main  item,  is  fast  passing  into  the  hands  of  the  doctors  ; 
and  what  training  have  they  for  it?  It  is  well  known 
that  there  are  plenty  of  unscrupulous  men  in  their  ranks, 
a.nd  the  mag.  sulph.,  sodii  bicarb.,  and  sacchar.  r.et.  mix- 
tures, together  with  a  few  samples,  are  very  much  in 


evidence.  But  we  have  no  power  to  stop  them.  The 
dentist  has  cut  away  a  source  of  income  to  a  great  many 
chemists ;  the  grocers  stock  everything  they  possibly 
can.  In  fact,  we  are  getting  pretty  well  fleeced 
all  round,  without  the  means  of  retaliation.  Now,  our 
"profession"  is  no  less  responsible  than  the  doctor's; 
we  have  our  customer's  life  in  our  hands  to  as  great  an 
extent  as  the  doctor,  and  more  so  than  the  dentist,  while 
the  veterinary  surgeon  has  only  animals  to  deal  with.  Still, 
we  seem  to  be  coming  to  a  better  state  of  things ;  there  ie 
not  the  antagonism  in  our  ranks  there  was  a  few  years  ago ; 
and  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  only  waken  up 
at  the  present  moment  they  could  enlist  enough  members  to 
make  the  Society  representative  and  raise  enough  money  to 
carry  a  Pharmacy  Bill  through  Parliament  that  would 
place  the  chemist  in  his  rightful  position.

National  Union  of  Assistant  Pharmacists.

I  desire  to  ask  assistants  in  all  consti- 
tuencies to  write  the  Parliamentary  candidates  in  the  matter 
of  the  Shop-hours  Bill  and  ask  their  support  for  the  inclusion 
of  chemists'  assistants,  and  also  of  the  alteration  to  the 
main  provision  of  the  Bill  to  sixty  hours,  inclusive  of  adequate 
meal-times.

Lux  (31/4),  writing  in  regard  to  the  claim  of  apothecaries' 
assistants  to  bo  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  remarks 
that  "  The  apothecaries'  examination  syllabus  says  nothing 
about  qualifying  the  recipient  of  their  certificate  as  a  dis- 
penser but  as  an  assistant  only,  as  extracts  from  syllabus 
show:  (1)  The  certificate  qualifies  the  person  as  an  assistant 
in  dispensing.  (2)  The  certificate  confers  no  right  on  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  granted  to  assume  any  title.  (3)  A  per- 
son eighteen  years  of  age  may  enter  as  a  candidate."  Lux 
proceeds  to  argue  that  the  examination  is  not  equal  to  the 
"  Minor,"  and  that  those  who  pass  it  are  not  entitled  to  the 
desired  registration. 

What  is  the  Good  of  Salt? 

For  the  information  of  "  Saline, "  I  may  say  that  I  find 
that  salt  eaten  with  boiled  eggs  renders  them  very  in- 
digestible.—Busticus.  (32/50.) 

The  practice  of  not  taking  salt  with  food  appears  to  bo 
both  physiologically  and  economically  sound,  as  it  is  generally 
taught  by  physiologists  that  any  ordinary  diet  contains 
within  itself  sufficient  sodium  chloride  for  the  requirements 
of  the  body.  It  has  also  been  shown  recently  that  in  cases  of 
renal  inadequacy  a  salt-free  diet  has  great  advantages,  an 
excess  of  it  tending  to  promote  oedema  of  the  tissues,  the 
explanation  being  that  chlorides,  though  not  poisonous  in 
themselves,  lead  to  the  retention  of  other  matters  in  the 
tissues,  many  of  these  being  highly  toxic.    Widal  has  shown 
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that  in  kidney  affections  ureemic  symptoms  may  be  provoked 
or  suppressed  by  increasing  or  withdrawing  the  supply  of 
salt.  Henoe,  in  late  years,  the  prescription  of  a  salt-free  diet 
has  been  orthodox  treatment  in  Bright' s  disease,  gout,  and 
epilepsy.—  M.  B.  (30/89.) 

"iSaline"  thinks  he  is  "practically  a  non-salt  eater,"  but 
I  fancy  h©  is  the  unconscious  victim  of  a  delusion.  We  are 
all  salt-eaters,  whether  we  think  it  or  not.  "Saline"  wants 
to  know  where  he  is  to  look  for  the  consequences  of  his  not 
eating  salt,  but  the  first  question  is,  Has  he  stopped  eating 
it?  There  is  salt  in  everything  we  eat.  Nature  makes  few 
mistakes,  and  when  she  provided  that  blood  plasma  should 
contain  0.9  per  cent,  of  salt  we  may  assume  that  she  did  not 
blunder,  and,  considering  the  great  loss  of  chlorides  that  goes 
on  from  day  to  day,  it  is  evident  that  salt  is  one  of  the 
necessities  of  life.  The  average  quantity  of  urine  voided  in 
twenty-four  hours  is  2^  pints,  and  this  means  the  loss  of  more 
than  an  ounce  of  salt  every  three  days,  not  to  speak  of  the 
quantity  lost  through  the  skin  by  perspiration.  During  a 
year  we  lose  something  like  10  lb.  of  salt  on  the  average,  and 
any  book  on  physiology  will  tell  how  long  it  would  take  to 
draw  off  every  possible  ounce  of  salt  from  the  body  if  no 
more  were  coming  in.  The  fact  is  it  would  not  be  long  before 
we  were  tottering  into  the  grave,  for  we  may  die  without 
salt,  but  we  cannot  live  without  it.  One  of  the  normal 
constituents  of  the  gastric  juice  is  hydrochloric  acid.  If  the 
chlorides  are  constantly  being  drained  off  and  none  being  in- 
troduced, what  is  going  to  happen  ?  Ex  nihilo  nihil  fit ;  and  if 
no  chlorides  are  brought  in  it  will  be  impossible  for  the 
animal  economy  to  manufacture  hydrochloric  acid,  and  then 
where  are  you?  I  think,  therefore,  that  ".Saline"  must  still 
reckon  himself  as  an  eater  of  salt. — M.  T.  (30/90.)

W.  J.  P.  (117/35). — It  is  not  illegal  for  a  registered  chemist 
to  sell  his  business  to  an  unqualified  person. 

Subscriber  (11/37). — The  use  by  medical  practitioners  of 
door-lamps  with  their  names  upon  them  is  advertising,  but 
is  not  considered  to  be  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect. 

Subscriber  (India,  29/58). — A  licentiate  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  of  Dublin,  if  registered  as  a  medical  practitioner,  may 
keep  open  shop  in  England  for  the  sale  and  dispensing  of 
drugs  and  poisons. 

Subscriber  (31/19). — If  the  balsamic  syrup  is  a  medicinal 
preparation,  it  would  be  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty  on 
account  of  the  word  "  balsamic,"  the  Revenue  authorities 
having  obtained  a  magistrates'  decision  to  the  effect  that 
"balsam"  in  itself  indicates  the  action  of  the  remedy.

_  H.  F.  S.  (124/26). — Drug-trade  in  Sieeea  Leone. — The  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy  in  this  West  African  British  Colony  is 
controlled  by  Ordinance  based  upon  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  which  requires  that  all  persons  carrying  on  the  business 
of  a  druggist  must  be  examined  as  to  their  skill  and  know- 
ledge and  be  licensed.  A  Board  of  Examiners  is  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  but  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists 
and  druggists  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  are  admitted 


without  examination.  The  population  of  the  Colony  (1,326,773) 
comprises  comparatively  few  whites,  these  being  chiefly 
officials  and  traders,  and  we  are  not  aware  of  any  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  or  chemists  and  druggists  of  this  country 
who  have  gone  out  for  the  purpose  of  starting  retail  phar- 
macies ;  in  fact,  the  retail  trade  is  in  the  hands  of  native- 
druggists,  who  alone  are  capable  of  meeting  the  requirements 
of  the  mixed  population.  Some  of  these  are  subscribers  to 
the  C.  &  D.  and  importers  of  English  and  American  goods. 
The  American  Consul  at  Sierra  Leone  says  there  is  a  "  large 
opening"  for  pharmacists  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  1,  p.  28), 
but  we  are  not  able  to  endorse  this  statement,  and  cannot 
advise  you  to  go  out  there,  especially  as  the  climatic  condi- 
tions are  not  the  most  favourable  to  white  men.

— The  usual  conditions  upon  which  young 
women  are  received  in  London  hospitals  to  be  Trained  as 
Nurses  is  that  they  shall  give  their  services  for  at  least  three 
years.  They  must  be  twenty-one  years  old  before  entering, 
and  application  should  be  made  well  in  advance,  as  in  many' 
cases  the  waiting  lists  last  for  a  year  or  more.

Our  Retrospect. 

{From  the  "  C.  &  D.,"  January  l!h  1860.) 


The  Education  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Mr.  T.  Anderson,  30  Duke  Street,  Manchester  Square, 
London,  W,  communicated  an  article  on  the  education  of 
young  rising  chemists,  in  which  he  expressed  regret  that  Mr. 
Haselden  had  written  in  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal" 
recommending  a  course  comprising  a  fair  knowledge  bl 
arithmetic,  orthography  and  caligraphy,  geography,  geo- 
metry, Latin,  Greek,  French,  and  German,  then  an  appren- 
ticeship for  three  years,  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  a 
year's  attendance  at  lectures  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
upon  practical  pharmacy,  chemistry  _  and  toxicology,  materia 
medica  and  botany,  before  commencing  business.  Mr.  Hasel- 
den had  observed  that  a  compulsory  educational  enactment 
appeared  to  him  to  be  the  only  available  and  effectual  course 
to  be  adopted.  "Why,"  asks  Mr.  Anderson,  "does  not  Mr. 
Haselden  recommend  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  as  an  asylum 
after  all  the  expense  and  labour  which  he  would  necessitate? 
It  would  not  become  the  dignity  of  any  man  educated  upon 
the  system  proposed  by  Mr.  Haselden  to  be  a  mere  vendor  of 
drugs,  oils,  and  paints;  and  we  find  that  nearly  two-thirds 
of  the  chemists  and  druggists  are  obliged  so  to  mix  up  their 
trade,  and  if  not  with  oils  and  paints,  with  the  sale_  of 
nostrums  or  the  manufacture  of  some  preparation  requiring 
no  chemical  knowledge  whatever.  There  is  and  always  will 
be  a  necessity  for  a  highly  educated  and  intelligent,  but 
necessarily  limited  class,  who  stand  at  the  head  of  the  pro- 
fession;  and  as  long  as  this  is  the  case,  such  men  will  be 
found;  but  to  render  it  incumbent  upon  all  to  labour  for 
those  high  attainments,  which  can  only  be  of  service  to  the 
few,  would  be  a  great  injustice,  inasmuch  as  it  would  entail 
an  unnecessary  waste  of  time  and  expenditure  on  a  large 
number  to  whom  high  intellectual  attainments  are  of  little 
or  no  value  in  their  calling."
